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Immense Public Interest 
In Sino-Japanese Question 

Manifest at Lecture 


Noted Chinese Diplomat and Orator Gives Chinese Views on 
‘ Present Controversy 


A true eross section of the public 
interest in the Sino-Jupanese question 
was noted in t he character of the audi- 
ence which taxed the capacity of the 
auditorium of the Newton ville Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church last Friday eve- 
ning to hear Dr. Tehyi Shieh give the 
Chinese side of the controversy. Per- 
sons from all walks of life were pres- 
ent to welcome the noted Chinese 
diplomat and orator who acknowl- 
edged the cordial salute in true Orien- 
tal fashion. From his first sentence 
Dr. Shieh commanded wrapt atten- 
tion. Before he had finished he had 
convinced the most skeptical that lie 
possessed a mind of unusual brilli- 
ancy and that he had a clear grasp 
of the present controversy and its 
international significance. He out- 
lined the long planned Japanese coup 
and explained why. if it is not soon 
settled with due regard to Chinese 
national aspirations, the present war 
is fraught with the gravest conse- 
quences to the peace of the world and 
especially between the white and yel- 
low races. Dr. Hsieh said that Japan 
had long planned to control Man- 
churia. When the Japanese soldiers 
now on the Chinese front were hoys 
in school, they were studying geo- 
graphies in which the maps of Japan. 
Manchuria and Eastern Mongolia were 
printed in the same color. This was 
done as part of a consistent campaign 
to make her people realize that, in 
order to maintain her position as an 
industrial and military world power, 
she must possess Manchurian forests, 
mines, and agricultural resources. 
Japan has carefully prepared the way 
for the ultimate complete control of 
Manchuria through the ownership of 
the railroads of the country and its 
agricultural exports. She has also de- 
liberately attempted to weaken the 
morale of the Chinese people. Her offi- 
cials and railway guards have bullied 
patrons of her railroads in order to 
make .them fear their Japanese over- 
lords. In recent years, the thousands 
of Chinese students who have attend- 
ed Japanese universities have returned 
with their diplomas in a few months 
without the superior training which 
they sought and debauched by the 
evils of a student life with which they 
were deliberately surrounded. 

The speaker asserted that the racial 
characteristics of the Chinese, with 
their ancient origin and culture, are 
entirely different from those of the 
Japanese who have sprung from a 
union of Malay and other races and 
who have in recent times acquired a 
semblance of Western culture and na- 
tional ambitions. Japan worships the 
sword as a means of eternal life while 
the religion of China is peace and 
brotherly love. 

China no longer fears the guns of 
Japan nor the white men of the West. 
Site will never peacefully submit to 
Japanese military control. Witli her 
population of 400 millions and with a 
birth rate of 17 per cent, she can en- 
dure the carnage of war for a very 
long time without seriously affecting 


her population total. If she needs out- 
side support and can not get it from 
western nations, she can turn Com- 
munist and secure a union with Soviet 
RuksIu which can defy the rest of the 
world. Or in case she thinks best, she 
can form an alliance with the seeth- 
ing millions of India. In either case 
it would mean the alignment of the 
East against the West, and a war be 
tween them would make the last war 
look like a prize fight. 

China did not resist Japanese re- 
cent military operations in Man- 
churia because she had faith in the 
ability of the League of Nations, sup- 
ported by the Kellogg-Brland Peace 
Pact and* the Nine Power treaty, to 
handle the situation. Dr. Hsieh said 
that he still had faith in the strong 
arm of Uncle Sum to cooperate in the 
maintenance of world peace, but that 
in spite of any settlement which may 
be made in the present controversy, 
the cause of disarmament and world 
peace has been retarded 25 years. 

China can not be judged by West- 
ern national standards, said the 
speaker. Mude up of groups of inde- 
pendent provinces and factions with 
conflicting ambitions, China is at 
present demoralized, but is sure to de- 
velop into a coherent nation which 
will take its place among t lie progres- 
sive and great nations of the world. 

While the lecture bristled with fiery 
patriotism, it was relieved throughout 
by captivating good humor. The speak- 
er's grasp of tile far reaching interna- 
tional significance of the Sino-Japan 
ese trouble showed the result of years 
of intensive study and experience 
gained in representing his country 
on numerous diplomatic missions. The 
lecture was really, as he said, a plea 
for an internationalism of good will 
rather than a domination of super- 
nationalism. 

Tlte meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Claflin Club, the so- 
cial organization of the men of the 
church and was presided over by Mr. 
Ernest DeKalb. President. Mr. Frank 
E. Morris, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements. in introducing 
Dr. Hsieh. explained from a large 
map the layout of the six great pro- 
vinces of China, that the area of 
China Proper is about half that of 
the United States and that Manchuria 
is 30,000 square miles in excess of the 
area of the New England States. 

Before the lecture. Mr. Peter Chiang 
of Brookline entertained with Chinese 
vocal and instrumental music. The 
Church Orchestra in Chinese cos- 
tumes under the leadership of Mr. 
Charles R. Spaulding played both 
American and Chinese music. Gladys 
Watt on the clarinet. Edward Saigent 
on the trumpet, and Betty George on 
the ’cello pleased the audience with 
their solo work. 

A Chinese supper under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Archibald Bellinger and 
a committee of the Claflin Club was 
served preceding the lecture. At the 
supper a resolution, introduced by Mr.

Aid. Chase Urges 
Reduction in City 
Employees’ Wages 

Strong Arguments Fail To Win 
Colleagues’ Support 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night, held for 
the purpose of passing the annual 
budget. Alderman William F. Chase 
of ward 3 opposed the acceptance of 
the budget figures submitted by May- 
or Weeks and the Finance Commit- 
tee heenuse no reductions had been 
made in the wnges and salaries of 
city officials and employees. He said 
that while he had the highest re- 
gard for the honest difference of opin- 
ion of his colleagues on the Board, 
he believes salnries should be re- 
duced in justice to tax payers. He al- 
so contended that the Finance Com- 
mittee should have conferred with 
all the members of the Board on this 
important matter. He asserted that 
probably every member of the Aider- 
men has had his salary or income re- 
duced considerably the past two 
years. He stated “Go the length of 
the street you live on and see if 
you can find anyone whose income has 
not been reduced. City employees 
should fare as has the rest of the 
community. Assuming that they have 
received fair compensation in the 
past, reduced salaries should not seri- 
ously affect them because of the re- 
duced cost of living.” He argued 
that city employees with permanent 
positions, are not faced like most 
persons, with the liability of losing 
their employment. Neither do they 
have the expense of those who work 
in Boston and must commute. He 
said we represent the taxpayers and 
they expect relief from the burdens 
of heavy taxation. With the bud- 
get for 1932 only about $75,000 less 
than that of last year, he believes 
that citizens will think the Aldermen 
have not done the right thing. He 
stated that the Aldermen were side- 
stepping the problem when they re- 
fused to recognize the policy of de- 
flation which is going on. He contend- 
ed that Newton is in its present en- 
viable financial standing because it 
has led and not followed other cities 
in the conduct of its affairs. 

Alderman Gallagher asked Mr. 
Chase if he were stating his own opin- 
ion or the opinion of his constituents? 
The Ward 3 alderman replied that he 
had been told by a number of lead- 
ing citizens that salaries of city em- 
ployees should he reduced. Aider- 
man Gallagher said that Newton has 
held a unique position among the ci- 
ties of this Commonwealth. It has 
always been at the top. but if it starts 
/this trend, towns and cities from 
Cape Cod to the Berkshires will fol- 
low. Gallagher said, “I have been 
hit harder in this depression than 
any man on the Board of Aldermen." 
This remark was followed by a loud 
chorus of “Noes” from the other mem- 
bers of the Board. Evidently all the 
Aldermen think they have been hit 
hard. Alderman Gallagher asserted 
that if the time comes when this 
city will be compelled to reduce Its 
employees salaries, it will find the 
employees willing to co-operate, but 
that time has not arrived. He com- 
mended Alderman Chase for having 
the courage to come out in the open 
on this matter and commented that 
others on the Board might have the 
same inclination, but would not voice 
it. 

Alderman Grebenstein praised 
Chase’s “stamina.” but disagreed with 
his stand. He said government is 
run for service and corporations for 
profit. When times were good, em- 
ployees of corporations were given

Mr. J. A. Slier, 
travelled with the girls and assumed 
all responsibility throughout the trip. 

At five o’clock Saturday afternoon 
the girls left West Newton in a Gray 
Line Bus for Providence, where they 
boarded the “Concord” of the Colonial 
Lines for New York. Sunday morn- 
ing was clear and mild, so everyone 
enjoyed the trip up New York harbor 
and many fine pictures of that fam- 
ous sky-line were taken. From the 
boat, a bus took the group across the 
ferry to the Jersey City Terminal Rail- 
road where they boarded the train for 
Washington, arriving there Sunday af- 
ternoon. 

Sight seeing began at once with a 
visit to the Corcoran Art Gallery and 
the Red Cross Building: and for a 
relief from the gruesomeness of the 
World War relics the afternoon was 
ended by a visit to the National Zo 
ologicai park. 

The headquarters at the Cairo Ho- 
tel proved a restful retreat after each 
full day. Here everything possible 
was done to make the girls happy. 

Sunday evening was spent in the 
Congressional Library. Monday was 
spent in the Old and New National 
Museums and a visit to the Washing- 
ton Monument to see the various 
wreaths, including that of the Presi- 
dent. which had been placed there at 
the different ceremonies of the Fore- 
noon. In the afternoon the Lincoln 
Memorial was visited, from which the 
girls watched the President escorted 
across the new Arlington Memorial 
Bridge on his way to the ceremonies 
at Alexandria and Wakefield. This 
bridge is to be opened to the public 
in April. From here the trip was made 
over the old bridge to Arlington, stop- 
ping at the Custls-Lee Mansion, the 
Memorial Amphitheatre, the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier, and the Arling- 
ton Cemetery.

Evening was time 
for play, so taxis were taken to the 
Metropolitan Theatre to see George 
Arliss in “The Man Vhp Played God” 
and a bicentennial tP'n ‘Washington, 
the Man and the City.”

Connecticut Man 
Elected School 
Superintendent 

John Lund of Norwalk to Suc- 
ceed Supt. U. G. Wheeler 

Mr. John Lund. present Superin- 
tendent of Schools at Norwalk. Con- 
necticut. was elected to a similar 
position in the Newton schools last 
Saturday afternoon at a regularly 
called meeting of the Newton School 
Committee. Mr. Lund will succeed Mr. 
Ulysees G. Wheeler, superintendent 
of the Newton Schools since 1911. who 
will retire on September first this year 
having reached the compulsory retire- 
ment age limit of seventy years. 

Mr. Lund Is a native of Worcester. 
Mass., and received his early educa- 
tion in the public schools of that city. 
He graduated from Clark University 
in 1913 with the degree of A. B. In 
1914 he received his Master of Arts 
degree from Columbia University 
Teachers’ College and at the same 
time also received his Master’s Diplo- 
ma in Teaching and Administration. 
He has taken special courses in edu- 
cation and administrative problems at 
Yale University. 

Mr. Lund was a member of the Delta 
Sigma Rho Fraternity at Columbia and 
the Tau Kappa Alpha Fraternity at 
Clark University. He was Class Ora- 
tor. and Class President at Clark Uni- 
versity and a member of the Varsity 
Debating team at Clark and at Colum- 
bia. while a resident of the graduate 
school. 

His teaching experience began in 
1914 and since that time he has taught 
in the Suffield School at Suffleld. 
Conn.: the Sidney Lanier School in 
Eliot. Maine, and the Central High 
School at Bridgeport. Conn. From the 
latter position he went to Derby- Conn, 
where he served as superintendent of 
Schools in 1918 and 1919. During the 
next four years, from 1919 to 1923. he 
held a similar position at Winsted. 
Conn., and from 1923 to 1925 he was 
the head of the school system at Wal- 
lingford. Conn. In 1925 he accepted 
his present position at Norwalk. 

The newly elected head of the New- 
ton schools has been active in educa- 
tional affairs outside of the locality 
he serves directly being a member of 
the Resolutions Committee of the Na- 
tional Education Association, a mem- 
ber of the Department of Superin- 
tendence of the N. E. A., and has been 
a member of the executive committee 
of. the Connecticut State Teachers’ 
Association. He is a past president of 
the Connecticut Association of Public 
School Superintendents and is also a 
member of the New England Associa- 
tion. He has been a speaker on the 
program of this latter organization a 
number of times. He also holds mem- 
bership in the Fairfield County School 
Masters’ Round Table and the New 
England Association. Secondary 
Schools and Colleges. 

Mr. Lund has not confined his acti- 
vities exclusively to educational or- 
ganizations as he is a past president 
of the Rotary Club of Wallingford. 
Conn., and the Kiwanis Club of Nor- 
walk. He is the present Scout Com- 
missioner and a member of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Norwalk Boy 
Scouts; a director of the Norwalk 
Y. M. C. A.: a member of the advisory 
council of the Norwalk Girl Scouts, 
and a member of the Norwalk Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He has been a fre- 
quent speaker at luncheon clubs, edu-

Finance Committee Reduces 
Mayor’s Budget Figures but 
$12,000: Total $4,535,000 

Alderman Chase Casts Only Dissenting Vote, Urging That 
Salaries of City Employees Be Reduced 


At a special meeting of th<- Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night the 
budget for this year was passed. The 
recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee were accepted by a vote of 18 
to 1. The lone member who voted 
against accepting the budget recom- 
mendations of the Finance Commit- 
tee, which agreed with those submit- 
ted by Mayor Weeks, except in some 
small details, was Alderman Chase of 
Ward 3. He disapproved of the budg- 
et as submitted because it failed to 
show decreases in salaries and wages 
of city employees. Mr. Chase contend- 
ed that the long continued depression 
has caused incomes of most persons to 
have been reduced and city employees 
should share in the deflation. 

Mavor Weeks’ budget recommenda- 
tions’ totalled $4,547,327.92 and these 
were cut $12,384 by the Finance Com- 
mittee. Although the committee de- 
cided not to recommend any reduc- 
tions in wages or salaries of regular 
city employees, it did not allow the 
budget to pass without making some 
slashes. The victims are election offi- 
cers whose pay for the days they serve 
at the polls will be reduced $2. Aider- 
man Floyd strongly criticised the 
School Committee for its insistency in 
demanding increases in teachers sal- 
aries. 

Alderman Bail, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee remarked that the 
Mayor had groomed the budget recom- 
mendations down so fine, that the Fi- 
nance Committee could only die out a 
few scratches. He said that this is a 
hard year to finance cities and ex- 
penses must he kept down to relieve 
taxpayers. He stated that the Com- 
mittee had all agreed that it is wise 
to leave salaries of city employees as 
they are. According to the budget 
figures, unless some unforeseen large 
expenes come up. last year’s tax rate 
will not be increased, and the coming 
rate may be lower. If conditions neces- 
sitates. salaries and wages can be low- 
ered later in the year. 

The Mayor’s recommendation for 
the budget of the General Department, 
the heading under which a number of 
miscellaneous items are listed, totaled 
$52,008. The Finance Committee re- 
duced this figure to $51,32 4 The cut 
was made on the Memorial Day ex- 
pense. which was reduced from $1200 
to $516. Alderman Hill of Ward 2 
asked for information regarding this 
cut. Alderman Bail explained that 
necessary items for the proper observ- 
ance of Memorial Day. such as pay for 
the hire of a band, purchase of flow- 
ers. wreaths and flags, have been pro- 
vided for, but the lunch in the Armory 
for those who participate in the par- 
ade will not he indulged in this year. 
The money which would be expended 
for this, can be better spent for relief 
to the unemployed. 

The only cut made in the Mayor's 
budget for the Executive Department 
was an item of $300 for convention 
expenses outside of Massachusetts. 
Alderman Bail said that it had been 
decided that department heads who 
wish to attend conventions this year 


should do so at their own expense. 
This item was also cut from all other 
department budgets. In the budget of 
the Accounting Department the item 
“Laborers’ Pensions’’ was cut $500 be- 
cause one laborer whose yearly pen- 
sion would amount to this sum. has 
died since the budget was estimated 
by the Mayor. The Treasury Depart- 
ment budget had $400 lopped off the 
item for temporary clerks. The Assess- 
ing Department also had but one item 
cut; that for office expenses being re- 
duced from $3100 to $3000. The budget 
of the Law Department totalled $9000. 
but this amount includes only the 
regular expenses of the department. 
This sum will be increased during 
the year when claims for land dam- 
ages or other claims must be paid. 

In the budget of the City Clerk’s De- 
partment two items were affected. The 
committee cut out $350 which had 
been recommended for a birth census. 
Alderman Bail said that City Clerk 
Grant had agreed that this activity 
should be dispensed with this year. 
Election expenses were reduced from 
$11,000 to $10,000. This savings was 
effected by cutting the per diem of 
election officers. Wardens and clerks 
will be paid $10 instead of $12 and the 
other election officers will get $8 in- 
stead of $10. 

Alderman Holden objected to these 
cuts. He said election officers are em- 
ployed as much as other city employ, 
ees on the days they work and should 
not be discriminated against. He 
moved that the Mayor’s recommenda- 
tion of $11,000 be adhered to. Aider- 
man Sproat seconded this motion. 
Alderman Rail replied that on three 
of the four days when election officers 
will serve this year, they will have an 
easy time and plenty of men would be 
willing to do this work for $8 per 
day. Because the polls close at 4:30 
in Newton, election officers here serve 
fewer hours than in other cities. 
Alderman Jamieson favored the reduc- 
tions saying that most of the election 
officers have other jobs and the com- 
pensation they receive for this work 
is extra. Alderman Sproat said he had 
served in former years as an election 
officer and the pay should not be re- 
duced. Last year this work was given 
in a number of cases to men who 
needed help and this condition would 
also occur this year. He believes that 
more election officers’ jobs ought to 
be given to such men. On a voice vote 
Alderman Holden’s motion was lost. 

One small cut was made in the 
budget of the Engineering Depart- 
ment. The item for supplies was re- 
duced from $1900 to $1700. In the 
budget of the Public Buildings Depart- 
ment the amount estimated for the 
care of City Hall is $16,240. Alderman 
Bail explained that this amount is 
guess work. The cost of caring for 
the present city hall can be well de- 
termined but it is not known how 
much more it will cost to care for the 
new City Hall which is expected to be 
occupied about October 1st.

Two Newton High school athletes 
were awarded places on the annual 
All-Scholastic indoor track team se- 
lected by the Boston Globe this week 
following the conclusion of the indoor 
season last Saturday at the State 
meet.

SLOANE WINS 

STATE 50 YD DASH 

CHAMPIONSHIP 

Douglas Slonr.e was the sole Newton 
track athlete to win a State champion- 
ship at the annual indoor track meet 
at the Boston Garden last Saturday 
afternoon. For the third consecutive 
vear the team title was won by Bos- 
ton English High In a thrilling 
struggle with Brookline. Newton was 
in fifth place, with Medford and Law- 
rence just ahead. In Class A three new 
records were established and one 
equalled but as the meet was held at 
the Garden track the old records will 
not he erased from the hooks. In 
Class B there was nothing to it but 
Everett High which had a six point 
margin over Worcester North, the 
nearest competitor. In this class three 
records were also established and 
another equalled. 

In addition to the five points won by 
Sloane. who incidentally equalled the 
record of 5 3-5 seconds for the 50- 
yard event. Stan Johnson added six 
more with second places in both the 
hurdles and the standing broad jump 
while the relay quartet of Sloane. 
Johnson. Tuscher and Cahill, tied with 
Malden foy third best time to make 
the Newton total at 14 3-4. 

In his semi-final heat Sloane broke 
the tape ahead of Roberts of Lawrence 
and In equalling the record in the fi- 
nals to win the individual champion- 
ship he licked Stanley Cohen of 
Brookline as well as Roberts and Rear- 
don of Roston Commerce. Cohen was 
second. Roberts third and Reardon 
fourth. 

Johnson had little difficulty in get- 
ting into the finals of the hurdles, de- 
feating McCarthy of Mechanics Arts 
in the semi-final. Donovan was nearly 
a yard in front in the finals with John- 
son having plenty to spare over Law- 
son of Brockton, third and McCarthy, 
fourth. 

Johnson failed to win the broad 
jump although favored over Ted Plot- 
kin of Brookline. Plotkin's winning 
jump was 9 ft. 11 In., with Johnson's 
best effort being but 9 ft. 10 1-4 inches. 

The final outcome of the meet 
hinged upon the concluding relay be- 
tween Newton. Boston English and 
Medford. At the time Boston English 
and Brookline were battling for the 
team honors, Brookline with 20 points 
and the Boston school with 18 1-2. 
Brookline had just finished in third 
place in its relay race with Malden 
and Lawrence and in order to tie Bos- 
ton English needed only to beat Mal- 
den’s time of 2m. 16seconds. Inasmuch 
as the fast Everett relay had been 
clocked in 2m. 15 2-5 sec. in a Class B 
race it was a big question. When 
Sturter McGrath pulled the trigger to 
start the lead-off men on their way 
everv spectator in the place was on his 
feet to remain until the race ended. 

Larry Scanlon. English star who had 
previously run the fastest 300 ever 
turned in by a school boy. reached the 
hank first with a slight lead over Hig- 
gins of Medford and Sloane of New- 
ton. At the end of the two laps Scan- 
lon had a couple of yards margin over 
Higgins with Sloane on the Medford 
runner’s heels. Burrill took over the 
baton for English. Murray for Med- 
ford and Johnson for Newton. The 
Medford runner put his team in front 
and from that time on Medford was 
never headed as Howard maintained 
the margin over Tanner of English 
and Tuscher of Newton while the an- 
chor leg runners, Murphy of Medford, 
Marvin of English and Cahill of New- 
ton raced their legs off. At the finish 
Murphy had a two-yard margin over 
Marvin who in turn was four ahead of 
Cahill. When the time was announced 
Medford had been clocked in 2m. 15s.. 
English in 2m. 15 3-5s., and Newton in 
2m. 16s.. had tied the Malden time. 
The 4 1-2 points for English against 
the H 1-2 for Brookline in the relay 
times was just enough to give Eng- 
lish the meet with 23 points. The 
other team scores were Brookline, 
22 1-2; Medford. 17; Lawrence. 15; 
Newton, 14.3-4. with Brockton. Malden.

Rotarians Hear 
Talk on Economic 
Outlook for 1932 


Mr. Herbert N. McGill, president, 
of the McGill Commodity Service of 
Auburndale and a member of the New- 
ton Rotary Club, was the speaker at 
the regular meeting of the local serv- 
ice club at the Woodland Golf Club 
on Monday noon. Mr. McGill spoke 
on “The Economic Outlook” to the 
great Interest of his fellow Rotar- 
rians. Referring to the major causes 
of the present depression, the indices 
of business volume and price he ac- 
quainted his audience with the basis 
for the prospects of the future. 

A common-sense viewpoint is need- 
ed more than anything else in con- 
sidering the economic aspects of 1932. 
At present, business activity is at 
the lowest point in many decades, and 
general psychology and sentiment 
are extremely pessimistic. There are 
always two sides to the economic led- 
ger. There Is no question that there 
are many adverse factors that are pro- 
longing the depression and also de- 
laying Improvement. 

Outstanding Is the maladjustment 
of gold distribution among nations. 
Gold Is the basis of credit, and as 
the United States and France have in 
recent years accumulated more than 
60% of the total world supply, all 
other nations have been severely 
handicapped in the endeavor to main- 
tain international trade. Since 1929, 
twenty-four countries have either sus- 
pended the gold basis or changed ex- 
change rates. Another disturbing In- 
fluence is the lack of stability in the 
pound sterling coupled with the ap- 
prehension over the financial status 
of Germany and her ability to make 
reparations. Warfare in the Far East 
has added to the general uncertainty. 
There are other disturbing phases 
such as the flurry of bank failures 
and the resulting effect of compli- 
cated world financial troubles on in- 
ternational trade. 

While the list of unfavorable in- 
fluences is long, it should be recog- 
nized that all of the bad news which 
affects business is well known, has 
been digested, and is reflected in the 
critically low business volume which 
prevails today. The 1932 outlook is 


not without its optimistic factors, and 
on the optimistic side of the economic 
ledger. It Is to he noted that the pro 
ductlon of raw materials and finished 
goods has steadily declined until at 
present It Is strictly In alignment with 
subnormal consumption. There is a 
huge accumulation of replacement de- 
mand from the largest Industry down 
to the ultimate consumer. Purchases 
of raw materials and finished goods 
have been kept at a minimum for 
over a year, but constant utilization 
means that materials are wearing out. 

Wage rates are being cut all over 
the country, and history shows that 
wage declines always represent the 
last stages of the orthodox business 
cycle during a depression. Com- 
modity prices have not only dropped 
to pre-war levels, hut are now the 
lowest In over three decades, com- 
parable with 1901. The efforts of the 
Administration to stimulate business 
and restore confidence Is beginning to 
show results. Recently we have wit- 
nessed the inauguration of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation which 
Is designed to alleviate frozen credits. 
This Important measure is fortified by 
the Glass-Steagall Bill designed to 
broaden the powers of the Federal 
Reserve Banks, allowing them to loan 
on securities which have heretofore 
been ineligible for rediscount. The 
Government is also planning the issu- 
ance of bonds of small denomination 
to curb hoarding. The New York 
Stock Exchange is strenuously endeav- 
oring to curb short selling. 

Already there has been an immedi- 
ate response to the above influences. 
The stock market has shown more dis- 
position to recover and speculative 
commodities are at new high levels 
for the year. Briefly, as 1932 pro- 
gresses. bearish factors will be handi- 
capped in exerting greater control 
over the business trend. It now ap- 
pears that this year will prove an 
important period of economic recon- 
struction and will mark the first step 
upward in the gradual recovery of 
business, not only in the United 
States but throughout the world.

He emphasized the importance of over- 
coming misfit in life. and*the possibil- 
ity of doing so, as the ability to con- 
centrate at 35 to 50 years of age, 
greatly overcomes the difficulty to 
memorize. He said that to attain the 
full benefits of life one must grow, 
face realities, be effective in all under- 
takings, emerge from egocentricity, 
and achieve harmonious human rela- 
tions.

LOWER TAX RATE MAY BE POSSIBLE 

The 1932 budget has been passed with a total figure of 
less than that actually expended the past two years. Mayor 
Weeks’ recommendations reduced the department heads’ esti- 
mates by nearly $300,000, and consequently when the Finance 
Committee went over the items with a fine tooth comb it 
could do little more than scratch the surface to the extent of 
$11,400, all on small items. This paring of the budget will 
ultimately redound to the tax-payers’ benefit in a possible 
reduction in the tax rate. More credit to the administration 
if the tax rate can be lowered without the postponement of 
certain much needed improvements. 


LOWERING WAGE SCALES 

While we do not contend that the City of Newton should 
take the lead in the matter of the lowering of the wage scale 
of municipal employees there is much merit in Alderman 
Chase’s stand. Economists tell us that the last stage of every 
business depression has been the lowering of wage scales from 
the peak enjoyed in prosperous eras. Many Newton citizens 
have had their salaries reduced and ultimately it may be 
universal among federal, state and municipal employees. 
Newton, however, is not faced with financial distress and 
there is no actual need for adopting such measures at present. 
We believe the possibility of effecting a saving in this manner 
should be recognized, but that it should be postponed until 
the need is more urgent than at present. 


A NEW SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 

For the first time in eighteen years the Newton School 
Committee has elected a new superintendent of schools. The 
new head of this important department will take office at 
the beginning of the next year when the present superin- 
tendent, Mr. U. G. Wheeler, having reached the compulsory 
age limit, must retire. Mr. Lund, who has been elected to 
succeed Mr. Wheeler, is well known in educational affairs, 
not only in Connecticut, where he has served for some years, 
but throughout New England and also the nation. From all 
indications Mr. Lund has the experience, ability and training 
to qualify for the opportunity to uphold the Newton schools 
at the present high standard. While we regret the need for 
the change and the loss of Mr. Wheeler’s services we com- 
mend the School Committee on its selection. 


Who Knows the Answer 

That childish lmbit of asking ques- 
tions has never left me. It may be 
way of keeping young. On the other 
hand anybody who wants to be mean 
may say that some people never out- 
grow their childishness no mntter how 
many gray hairs they get. Now for 
the question! 

Why do they have "Stop” signs 
well as illuminated traffic signals at 
tho corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Centre street. They are both set 
up to be obeyed but If the driver 
doesn’t govern himself solely by the 
illuminated signs he Is likely to get 
into trouble. 

The other evening I had accepted 
the invitation of a friend to tnke 
short ride. He drove up Centre street 
and at Commonwealth avenue paid 
no attention to the “Stop” signal. 
None of the line of cars in which we 
were traveling halted. All were watch- 
ing the red and green of the lights 20 
or more feet away. 

A hound for law and order I said. 
Why didn’t you stop at the banjo 
sign ?” 

“Why?" he asked. 

"Because It says ‘stop’ ”, I replied. 

"Yes. and have the car behind 
bump into me", he answered. "No, 
sir, the things drivers watch are illum- 
inated signs. We’d be all mixed up if 
we paid attention to both.”

Criticizes School 
Committee’s Stand 

At the special meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
Alderman Charles B. Floyd of Auburn- 
dale severely criticized the School 
Committee for asking money to pro- 
vide increases In school teachers’ 
salaries this year. In the budget for 
the School Department are two 
items; one of $6716.67 is to provide 
increases for teachers in the public 
schools; another of $266.67 is to give 
increases to teachers in the Vocation- 
al School. 

Alderman Floyd said the teachers 
had received salary increases last 
year, and in view of the present con 
ditions, with efforts being made to 
economize, the majority of the mem- 
bers of the School Committee are not 
playing ball, or co-operating, when 
they ask for such appropriations. 
President Collins, of the Board of Al- 
dermen, called attention to the fact 
that the $6716.67 will only pay the 
increases from the opening of the 
school In September until the end of 
this year, and the coBt of meeting 
the increases for the remainder of the 
next school year will be consider- 
ably more. 

Alderman Floyd continued to say 
that at a special meeting of the School 
Committee on January 11, while three 
of the members voted against giving 
the teachers increases, only two of 
these (Amesbury and Fernald) were 
really opposed. He stated that 
Chairman Tracy of the School Com- 
mittee is most to blame for the ac- 
tion of the committee and that those 
members of the committee responsible 
for putting this added burden on the 
taxpayers should receive lots of crit- 
icism. Mr. Floyd added that the 
school teachers are not seeking the 
increases and that the Aldermen can 
do nothing other than to vote for 
the appropriations demanded by the

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I School Committee, as the law makes 
] school committees absolutely inde- 
pendent in this matter and their rec- 
ommendations must be followed. 

Alderman Pratt, who espoused the 
cause of the School Committee and 
the teachers, said it was unfair to 
criticize the School Department when 
members of the police and fire depart- 
ments will receive salary increases 
this year. Alderman Floyd replied, 
saying that the increases to police 
and firemen are mandatory, while 
those to school teachers are not. Al- 
derman Gallagher said that school 
departments, school committees and 
teachers had agitated successfully to 
defeat legislation which they claimed 
would place the control of schools 
in politics, and when they do keep 
the schools out of politics, then 
school committees do just as they 
please. 

Alderman Smith said that probably 
if more members of the Aldermen 
expressed their opinions, the School 
Commitee would act differently. He 
said that school teachers in this city 
had talked with him and not only 
did these teachers not seek increased 
salaries, but they were tickled that 
their salaries have not been cut. Al- 
derman Ball said it will not surprise 
him if the School Committee decides 
not to grant the increases to the 
teachers and that he knows of no 
vote having been taken as yet by the 
committee on this matter. 

Alderman Bail attempted to ex- 
plain to the Board an item providing 
for salaries of secretaries and 
clerks. This item, $24,490, was kept 
separate on this year’s budget, and 
Mr. Bail stated that it was so sepa- 
rated to make it clear that school de- 
partment clerks, janitors and en- 
gineers will not be given increases 
in salaries this year. They were 
given increases last year. He said the 
Superintendent of Schools had been 
given a $500 salary increase last 
year, and he commented that this 
seemed peculiar in view of the fact 
that the superintendent will retire 
this year. Alderman Floyd said that 
even though the appropriation for 
salaries of janitors, clerks and sec- 
retaries was made a separate item, 
the School Committee can grant in- 
creases to such employees if it so 
desires. 


Diogenes, Please Write 

It’s so easy to become interested in 
something that is no concern of your 
own. At least, I find I have that tend- 
ency. I suppose I should strive to con 
trol it, but I never have and doubt if 
I should be able to. This is sort of an 
apology for my agitation over the pat- 
ronage of self-service newspaper 
stands. If I haven’t made It clear, I 
refer to a pile of newspapers placed 
at a signal post stop on a trolley line 
(we have three in Newton Corner) 
where you may pick up a morning 
newspaper and put your two cents in 

tin box. 

What has worried me was whether 
people picked up newspapers without 
depositing the two cents, and what 
they did if they didn’t have the right 
change. It Is a terrible thing to be 
suspicious of another’s honesty and 
possibly it opens one to the charge 
that he himself may not be as straight 
and upright as he should be. 

They tell me that now they have 
tin boxes in which the coins may be 
dropped and the boxes are neatly 
wired to the trolley post and cannot 
be removed — well, conditions are just 
as near perfect as you can get them 
among human beings and the total 
loss of coins and newspapers has been 
reduced to a neglible quantity.

If the laws of gravity were 
different I might have thought the 
money blew up in the air into some- 
body’s hands or floated away with a 
high wind.

bonuses. If this city faces an emer- 
gency, we will have to cut salaries, 
but the U. S. A. lias not gone wrong 
and the depression Is bound to end. 
When times improve the corporations 
will again be giving bonuses. New- 
ton’s employees have not been getting 
too much. To decrease wages and 
salaries now would affect the pen 
slons of those soon to be retired. New- 
ton has the largest Excess & Defi- 
ciency fund it has ever had. Why 
lower the good name of the city? 

Alderman Bail, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, said this committee 
had unanimously agreed not to cut 
salaries. He called attention to the 
fact that the city employees have been 
donating one day’s pay each month 
to the unemployed; this is about 4 % 
of their wages. He stated that he be’ 
lieves they would be willing to double 
this donation if asked to. He argued 
that the tax rate is not going to be 
increased; that the reduction of sal- 
aries 10% would mean only a further 
decrease of 50 cents in the rate and 
the morale of the employees will he 
so much better by not receiving a de- 
crease, that their increased efficiency 
will more than compensate for the re- 
fusal to decrease salaries.

Contradicting the Professor 

Life is becoming more and more 
complex. Here’s a professor of psy- 
chology at one of the leading univer- 
sities who has produced a new theory 
as to the cause of industrial accidents. 
He says their increase is not due to 
fatigue, but to the worker’s looking 
forward impatiently to the pleasures 
of the evening. He further declares 
that the same accident increase is 
not found in the corresponding hours 
of the night shift. The night worker, 
he says, can look forward only to go- 
ing home to breakfast and bed, since, 
"it is not customary to make dates in 
the morning and the theatres are not 
open”. 

I suppose that the real trouble is 
that Americans are a forward-looking 
people. I had always imagined that 
such a quality was most desirable and 
far better than looking backward. But 
if it is going to mean our doom I 
think we had better spend our time 
reflecting on the past rather than con- 
templating the future. 

The professor of course knows more 
about it than I do, but I have worked 
nights and I have gone off on a date 
after breakfast. Furthermore, there 
are theatres which open at 9 a. m., 
movies of course, but good enough to 
upset the professor’s theory. 

O, no, professor, I don’t agree with 
you. People can get up early In the 
morning and rush around just as hard 
as they do late In the afternoon and 
harder and all because they’re look- 
ing forward to joys of some kind. You 
oiifcht to see certain folks I know 
starting off on a day’s picnic. They 
bang the door of the garage at 4 a. in., 
run the car out, start the engine and 
bawl back and forth from the garage 
to the house, shooting questions at 
each other. "Mother, where is that 
basket of fruit?” and "Ernestine, did 
you remember the paper dishes and 
napkins?”. These and other queries 
and answers fill the air. I don’t see 
why these people don’t run as great a 
risk of accident as the people hurry- 
ing home at night. Often I’d like to 
throw something at them out of tho 
window and would if It wusn’t too 
much trouble to get out of bed.

More reports pf the Insurance Com- 
mittee against proposals to amend the 
compulsory automobile liability and 
fire insurance laws have been this 
week accepted by the two branches. 
The bills thus rejected included the 
following: For an investigation by the 
Commission of Insurance of compan- 
ies writing compulsory motor vehicle 
insurance which hav«e refused to sat- 
isfy judgments for more than 30 days 
after execution; for the appointment 
of a special commission to study the 
classification of risks and rates 
charged by fire insurance companies; 
for the creation of a board of automo- 
bile personal injury medical examin- 
ers In the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works; that owners of motor ve- 
hicles be required to pay penalty in- 
surance rates and for certain amend- 
ments to the compulsory automobile 
insurance law. 

Police training proposals have met 
with defeat this session. Both branch- 
es have accepted adverse reports on 
such bills. One called for the estab- 
lishment of a board of police train- 
ing and education in the Department 
of Public Safety and another for the 
creation in the State Department of 
Education of a division for training 
police officers.

Works Committee answered that 
practically all of this sum is for the 
proposed resurfacing of Washington 
street. He said that the estimated 
cost of this work is about $185,000, 
but this is just a rough figure and 
the bids, when received, may be radi- 
cally different. Alderman Gallagher 
inquired if the street is to be resur- 
faced all the distance from West New- 
tou to Newton Corner or only as far 
as Lowell avenue? Murray replied 
that if funds are available, all the 
length of the street between West 
Newton and Newton will be resur- 
faced. Otherwise, it is proposed to do 
only from Peabody street at Newton 
Corner, to Lowell avenue, this year. 

Alderman Smith contended that 
since the State had put the street in 
much worse condition through the 
laying of the big water main, $35,000 
is too little for the State to pay to- 
wards the cost of resurfacing the 
street. He said that since much inter- 


state traffic uses this street, the Feder- 
al Government also should contribute 
towards the cost of the work. Alder 
man Murray replied that the practice 
of the State is to pay only a third 
of the cost of a 40 foot street, and 
as Washington street is much wider 
than this, the city must pay for other 
than the third of the 40 foot concrete 
roadway which will form the center 
of the street. Alderman Smith ans- 
wered by saying that the State is 
paying the whole cost of improving 
Boylston street for the new Worces- 
ter turnpike. 

Answering questions by Alderman 
Pratt, Mr. Murray said that in add! 
tion to the $35,000 which the State 
will pay towards the cost of resurfac- 
ing Washington street, the Common- 
wealth has already paid the city $23,- 
000 because of using Washington 
street for the water main, and this 
amount has been diverted to the Ex- 
cess & Deficiency Fund of the city. 

A number of small cuts on items 
were made by the Finance Committee 
on the amounts recommended by May- 
Weeks in the Water Department 
budget. These totalled about $10,000. 
Alderman Bail said that the cost of 
running this department is obtained 
from water revenue rather than from 
taxes, and if additional sums are re- 
quired to run this department during 
the year, they can readily be appro- 
priated. He also called attention to 
the fact that the Excess & Deficiency 
Fund of the city is larger than ever; 
it now contains $530,000. By a vote of 
18 to 1, the Board voted to accept the 
budget figures submitted by the Fi- 
nance Committee. The remarks of 
Alderman Chase, who voted in the 
negative, are printed elsewhere in 
this issue of the GRAPHIC.

Alderman Temperley asked Chase 
what would the total be in savings 
if the salaries were reduced. The 
Ward 3 alderman replied that he had 
been told a 10% cut would reduce 
the tax rate $1.20. Alderman Bail 
said that even though the aldermen 
voted to reduce wages and salaries, 
the Mayor need not reduce the wages 
of city laborers. He also said the 
School Committee has stated it would 
not favor increases in teachers sal- 
aries if salaries of other city em- 
ployees are cut. Alderman Temper- 
ley said that any attempt at this 
time to reduce salaries would have a 
bad effect. It has taken a long time 
to bring the salaries to their present 
level and if they are reduced it will 
take a long time to return them to 
this level. He hopes the bottom of 
the depression will soon have passed. 
Alderman Pratt said he had been of 
the same opinion as Alderman Chase 
regarding decreases in salaries, but 
after conferring with the Mayor he 
agreed not to vote to cut them. 

Alderman Chase said "It is terribly 
hard for me to take this stand. My 
natural impulse is the other way, but 
Newton should take the lead and re- 
duce. In the type of business in which 
I am engaged, I have come in con- 
tact with finances of cities in this 
State which are in deplorable condi- 
tion. If Newton would take the lead 
in reducing salaries, we would help 
other cities to emulate us.” Alderman 
Chase took Issue with the argument 
that the morale of the employees will 
be increased by not reducing their 
salaries. He contended that when 
wages or salaries are decreased, those 
affected are impressed with the seri- 
ousness of the situation, they are 
glad to have work, and their morale 
Is then increased. He would not favor 
decreasing the wages of the lower 
paid employees 10%; the reductions 
should be made on a sliding scale ac- 
cording to the salaries received. 

Alderman Chase’s arguments failed 
to win the support of other members 
of the Board.

She also brought up many interest 
iug aspects of the law little known by 
the layman. For instance, only very 
few contracts have to be In writing to 
binding. As an example, she spoke 
Uk a ease where a woman, seated at 
her window saw a man sturt to work 
her gulden, aud he saw her. When 
ut* had finished he produced a bill for 
services, which she was required by 
law to pay. since she lmd allowed him 
to proceed although there hud not 
eveu been u spoken word on the sub- 
lect.

GETS LIFE FOR NEWTON MURDER 

William I. Brown. 17. who on De- 
cember 28 shot and killed his step- 
father, Richard B. Wilson, in the lat- 
ter’s home at 263 Church street, New- 
ton. was found guilty «»i murder in 
the second-degree by a jury at the 
Middlesex Superior Court at East 
Cambridge last Friday. On Tuesday 
Judge Hammond sentenced Brown to 
life imprisonment. Brown, at the 
trial, stuck to the story he had told 
the police on the day of the murder. 
He claimed the shooting resulted af- 
ter his stepfather had come home, 
found Mrs. Wilson out, and asking the 
son where she was, had made a dis- 
paraging remark about the woman, 
which Brown resented. The defend- 
ant alleged that a fight ensued in 
which he used the shot-gun; he re- 
loaded the weapon and shot Wilson 
twice. 

The prosecution had as a witness 
against Brown his 1 1-year-old stepsis- 
ter, Gladys Wilson. The little girl 
testified that while her stepmother 
was absent from the house, attending 
movie," Brown had his younger 
brother call her into the house. She 
testified that Brown then made im- 
proper advances towards her, aud that 
she broke from his grasp and threat- 
ened to tell her father. The prosecu- 
tion contended this was the reason 
for Brown’s attack on Wilson when 
he came to the house about 5 o’clock 
on the fatal day. The government 
also contended thut there had been no 
fight between Brown und Wilson. 
Brown was also accused of having 
stolen money from the victim’s per- 
son after the murder, and his broth- 
er from Malden was used as a gov- 
ernment witness to prove this charge.

Some interesting sidelights affect- 
ing tile plan of the Mayor to only re- 
surface part of Washington street be- 
tween West Newton and Newton Cor- 
ner were revealed at the meeting of 
tlie Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night when the budget was discussed 
and passed. One was — that the 
Commonwealth had already paid to 
the City of Newton the sum of $23,- 
000 as compensation for damages to 
parts of Washington street caused by 
tlie laying of the big water main. This 
money, instead of being held for the 
definite purpose of being used to help 
pay for the reconstruction of Wash- 
ington street, has been diverted into 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund of 
the city. This sum is in addition to 
the $35,000 which the State has agreed 
it will pay towards tlie cost of re- 
surfacing tlie street; making a total 
of $58,000 which the city will receive 
from the Commonwealth on this 
work. 

A few of the Aldermen evidenced 
some interest in the Washington 
street matter. Alderman Gallagher 
inquired as to how much of this ter- 
rible street will be resurfaced this 
year. Alderman Murray, chairman of 
tlie Public Works Committee, an- 
swered that the section from Pea- 
body street. Newton, to Lowell ave- 
nue at Newtonville will certainly lie 
resurfaced; and that the entire 
length to tlie railroad bridge at West 
Newton will be done, if funds permit. 
This explanation satisfied Alderman 
Gallagher. Alderman Smith of Au 
burndale expressed the opinion that 
the Federal Government ought to as- 
sist in tfke project and that the State 
•should contribute a larger share of 
the cost. But. none of tlie Aldermen, 
especially those from Wards 1, 2, 3 
and 4. took tlie floor to voice a pro- 
test against the preposterous propo- 
sal that only part of Newton’s infam- 
ous main street will be made whole, 
instead of remaining holey without 
more delay. And then Alderman Bail, 
speaking for the Finance Committee, 
gave tlie information that tlie Excess 
and Deficiency Fund of the city is 
the largest ever, amounting to $530,- 
000. And we are told that the city 
cannot finance the work of resurfacing 
all of Washington street between 
West Newton and Newton Corner. 

Talking about Washington street. 
The State is going to pay about 25% 
of the cost of tills work — or less. And 
the State is going to have complete 
control of tlie job. Does this mean 
that some outside contractor, perhaps 
even from outside Massachusetts, 
will get tlie work. And few. or no 
Newton men will obtain employment 
on this job?

TO KEEP CITY HALL PONDS 
CLEAN 

The reflecting-pools, lagoons, or 
what you will, which will add to tlie 
aesthetic effect at tlie new City Hall, 
are going to be kept free from sand, 
silt and other debris if present plans 
go according to expectations. Mind- 
ful of the mud shoal which for years 
has caused Bullough's Pond to he 
less beautiful, city officials will en- 
deavor to keep the pondlets at City 
Hall free from alluvial soil which 
Hammond Brook and Cold Spring 
Brook may gather in their torren- 
tial periods. To this end, the Street 
Commissioner has asked for bids on 
a reinforced concrete sump to he 
built at the outlet of Hammond Brook 
at Homer street. For the benefit of 
those who may not know, a "sump” is 
a pit or well, excavated lower than 
the level of tlie drain which flows in- 
to it. or over it. So. into the pro- 
posed sump, the solid matter gath- 
ered by Hammond Brook is expected 
to sink, collect and lie removed. 

Several years ago a concrete weir 
was built at the outlet of Cold 
Spring Brook at Bullough’s Pond. 
Tills contrivance was expected to 
prevent ulluviul soil from silting in- 
to the pond, and forming mud shoals. 
But it hasn’t. Perhaps the sump 
will work better.

Newton North 1840 
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Underground Conduits for 
Electricity on Homer Street 
Opposed by Residents 

Object To Being Forced To Pay For Installation Of New 
Service Connections 


A regular meeting of the . Board of 
Aldermen was held Monday night. 
Aldermen Ball, Harte and Howlett 
were absent. President Collins start- 
ed the meeting at 7:55. The session 
was featured by the appearance of 
John M. FitzGerald of North street, 
Newton Center, In the role of attor- 
ney for residents of Homer street who 
object to the petition of the Edison 
Company for a permit to place under- 
ground conduits In that section; and 
by a spirited debate on the confirma- 
tion of the appointment of Louis Ebb 
as a Newton constable. There was also 
a short recess which started at 9 
o’clock and finished a^ 10:40. During 
this interval the aldermen went into 
a huddle in a committee room to dis- 
cuss some matter of importance. 
Whenever the Aldermen have any- 
thing to discuss, of seeming impor- 
tance, it has been the practice in re- 
cent years, (in contradiction with the 
rules of the Board) to hold secret 
meetings as a committee of the whole. 
Trivial matters are discussed in the 
open Board meetings. 

The first business before the Board 
was a hearing on the petition of the 
Edison Company for permits to con- 
struct and maintain underground con- 
duits on Homer street from Common- 
wealth avenue easterly towards Wal- 
nut street, on Lowell avenue near 
Foster street, and on Foster street. 
Mr. Pepin, representing the Edison 
Company, said this proposed work is 
in line with the agreement between 
the city and the Edison Company to 
replace a certain amount of overhead 
service each year by underground ser- 
vice for the purpose of eliminating 
unsightly poles and wires. Asked by 
Alderman Gordon if customers of the 
Edison on the streets named must 
change to the underground service 
against their wishes' Mr. Pepin re- 
plied that he does not think the cus- 
tomers must do so. Alderman Hill 
said definite information should be 
given on this matter. President Col- 
lins remarked that the present time 
is a poor time to place extra expense 
on people. 

John M. FitzGerald of 19 North St., 
identified himself as Superintendent 
of the Newton Postofflce and stated 
that he appeared to protest against 
the Edison petition in behalf of Ho- 
mer street residents. He asserted that 
residents on Homer street had been 
billed in advance for the expense of 
connecting their homes with the pro- 
posed underground service; the bills 
ranging from $60 to $100. He pro- 
duced a bill received by a Homer 
street resident many months ago, but 
it was explained that this was not a 
bill, but a “pre payment request.” This 


request, however, if signed, would 
have obligated the signer. Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald stated that the Edison Com- 
pany had built a transformer station 
on Homer street about 25 years ago 
and had made several additions to this 
station in recent years without obtain- 
ing the consent of people residing 
nearby. He asserted that this station 
is a nuisance; that there is a hum 
from it 24 hours each day and that 
in justice to the people living in the 
neighborhood, the Edison Company 
ought to assume all the cost of the un 
derground service connections. He 
stated that this company is in excel- 
lent financial condition and well able 
to stand the cost. 

Alderman Pratt again asked the Ed- 
ison representative if the change from 
overhead to underground service is op- 
tional? Mr. Pepin of the Edison Com- 
pany replied that he could not answer 
positively; in Boston customers must 
pay when such a change is made, but 
in Newton conditions are different. Al- 
derman Collins said that persons re- 
siding on Lowell avenue and other 
streets in this city have had to change 
to underground service in the past, 
when conduits were laid on their 
streets, and had to pay for the con- 
nections. Mr. Pepin answered that 
on Lowell avenue some of the cus- 
tomers get service from overhead 
wires and some from conduits. Al- 
derman Smith explained that the law 
does not permit public utility compan- 
ies to apply private equipment to pri- 
vate property without being paid; 
capital -invested by stockholders in 
these companies cannot be so used. 

Ralph Lowell, representing the 
Standard Oil Company told the Aider- 
men that the petitions of this com 
pany for additional tanks and pumps 
at the stations — 1100 Beacon street 
and 58 Winchester street, are to en- 
able the sale of a third grade of gas- 
oline. Alderman Murray cautioned 
against action on the Winchester St 
station as the city contemplates tak- 
ing this property as an addition to the 
Newton Highlands playground.

A sharp controversy ensued at the 
meeting of the Aldermen on Monday 
night over the confirmation of Mayor 
Weeks’ appointment of Louis Ebb as 
a Newton constable. Ebb, who has 
been a resident of Dorchester for 
years, has made a specialty of collect- 
ing taxes from delinquents and has 
been quite successful. For several/ 
years past he has been engaged by 
Francis Newhall, Tax Collector of this 
city. Last year a law went into ef- 
fect making it mandatory for a con- 
stable to be a resident of the town 
or city where he holds office. Ebb’s 
appointment to this position was held 
up last year because of controversy 
over his place of residence. In the 
Newton list of assessed polls of 1931, 
Ebb was listed as residing at 12 Rick- 
er terrace. Newton, which is the resi- 
dence of Timothy Donnelly. 

At the meeting Monday night Al- 
derman Temperley objected to the 
confirmation of Ebb’s appointment, 
stating that he had been informed 
that tills person is not a Newton res- 
ident. Temperley asked that action 
on the appointment he deferred until 
the following meeting. Alderman Floyd 
objected to Temperley’s request. Floyd 
asserted that he couid positively 
state that Ebb is, and has been a res 
ident of Newton and has been valua- 
ble in helping City Collector Newhall 
gather delinquent taxes. Alderman 
Sproat inquired if Ebb had been reg- 
istered as a voter in Newton last year 
and was informed by City Clerk Grant 
that Ebb was not registered. Sproat 
added that in this large city there 
must be persons qualified to serve as 
constables without bringing in an out- 
sider. Alderman Murray said that he 
is sure Ebb is a Newton resident, that 
IiIh car is registered from Newton and 
the State statutes demand one must 
be a resident to he appointed consta- 
ble. Murray added that at a confer- 
ence held in Mayor Weeks’ office two 
weeks ago at which the Mayor. City 
Solicitor Bartlett. James P. Gallagher 
and he were present, it was shown 
that Ebb is a Newton resident. 

Alderman Gallagher contradicted 
Murray and said Ebb’s car is regis- 
tered from 27 School street. Boston; 
that Ebb does not live at 12 Ricker 
terrace; that he gave another address 
as his residence when he was in- 
volved in this matter last year. City 
Solicitor Bartlett that If it id 

proved that Ebb is not a resident of 
Newton his election by the Alderman 
will he of no value. Alderman Greb 
enstein said Ebb has been an effi- 
cient collector and is being opposed 
because Newton constables want the 
work. He added that the local con- 
stables have not been satisfactory. 
Alderman Gallagher said the position 
should be given to a Newton man. 
Alderman Temperley raised a char- 
ter objection against action being 
taken at the meeting. President Col- 
lins ruled that Temperley’s objection 
was not in order. Ebb was confirmed 
by a vote of 14 to 4. Those voting 
in the negative were Farrell, Galla- 
gher, Sproat and Temperley. 

Sharkey Wins 

Decision In Suit 

Jack Sharkey, leading heavyweight 
pugilist and resident of Chestnut Hill, 
was the defendant in a suit for $407 
brought against him by Jim Toland, 
proprietor of a gymnasium on Friend 
street, Boston. The case was tried 
before Judge Bacon in the Newton 
court on Wednesday. Toland testified 
that Sharkey had used his gymnasium 
and occupied lockers there for 39 
months and had kept stalling on pay- 
ments for tills service. Sharkey 
transferred his belongings last Decem- 
ber to a gymnasium conducted by his 
manager, Johnny Buckley. Toland tes- 
tified that when he conversed with the 
Chestnut Hill pugilist about Buckley 
owing money for the use of the gym- 
nasium by ids stable of fighters. 
Sharkey said— “Why don’t you send 
the pig a letter?” 

Slmrkey dended making the uncom- 
plimentary reference to his manager 
and testified that Toland had urged 
him t.) train at III.' gymnasium tree, 
to enable Toland to iAoflt by charg- 
ing admission to those who came to 
see Sharkey train. Buckley, Jack Mc-

ers corroborated Sharkey’s testi- 
mony. Judge Bacon found for Shar- 
key.

Legs of the Law to Run 
Faster” as Radio-Police 
Patrol Goes Into Effect 


Can Reach All Cars Within Two Minutes — Patrolmen Near 
Stores And Traffic Officers to Remain on Foot 


The Newton police department in- 
augurated its motorized radio-police 
patrol, taking practically all of its 
foot patrolmen off the streets, day 
and night, and placing them in auto- 
mobiles which will continuously patrol 
zones assigned to them. Men on fixed 
traffic posts will remain afoot and 
other police officers on foot, have 
been assigned on each of three shifts 
daily to business districts in every 
one of the 11 villages of the city. 

With the departure of the cars from 
Police Headquarters this morning. 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks made an appeal 
for public cooperation so that the 
new service may be as nearly perfect 
as possible. Tests have shown that 
every police car in the city can be 
reached within two minutes and citi- 
zens are urged to report law violators, 
and suspicious persons, directly to 
the cruising cars or police headquar- 
ters. so that the efficiency of the 
radio-police cars will be increased. 

Notices explaining the new de- 
parture in Newton police work are 
being distributed to every home in the 
city. They are headed ‘Legs of the 
Law Run Faster". indicating the 
speeding up of the modern police 
work. The house-to-house distribution 
of the notices also began today and is 
being made by unemployed "white 
collar” workers of the Mayor's Relief 
Committee. 

"All of the police cars are marked 
clearly with large letters and num- 
bers so that law-abiding citizens fnay 
identify the machines, report law 
violations, and at the same time real- 
ize that our men are on the job pro- 
tecting them”, declared Chief Michael 
T. Hughes. “The law-breakers will 
know that fast motor cars in all 
parts of the city, instead of officers on 
foot, make Newton an unhealthy place 
for them to operate.” 

Back of the right headlight on each 
auto, is an extra light about the same 
size as the headlight. It faces toward 
the rear, however, and when flashed 
on, as the police car draws alongside 
another auto, reads: "Stop — Police". 
A siren is operated in conjunction 
with the flashing command to stop. 
This arrangement, the police an- 
nounce, properly identifies the police 
when stoppinr another auto at night 
and eliminates fhe possibility of hav- 
ing motorists mistake them for hold- 
up men. 

"We frequently have to halt law- 
abiding citizens at night, for various 
reasons." declared Chief Hughes, 
"and they have a right to know who 


commands them to stop. If they don’t 
stop after the notice given them by 
siren and flash lamp, it Is reasonable 
to assume that they are not law-abid- 
ing. Then, of course, our officers use 
other means to stop them.” 

Radios in the police cars will oper- 
ate continuously, being tuned in only 
to the State Police broadcasting sta- 
tion in Framingham. Broadcast bulle- 
tins are repeated twice and are easily 
distinguished in all parts of the city. 
All steel bridges and three small 
areas are marked on the cruising 
maps as "dead spots” where the broad- 
casts are very- weak. It takes only a 
few seconds, however, for the cars 
to pass through these spots and to 
pick up the bulletin when it is repeat- 
ed. 

Between bulletin broadcasts musi- 
cal records are played on the radio. 
In that way, it is pointed out. once 
the music stops the officers in the car 
are notified automatically that a bulle- 
tin is coming. The new police plan is 
the most radical ever undertaken in 
Newton and is being watched wifh 
interest. 


Quick Action Saves 
Man From Death 


Eric Higgins. 26. of 25 Brackett 
street. Brighton was nearly burned 
to death at 11:30 last Saturday morn- 
ing when the automobile he was driv- 
ing crashed into a tree opposite 856 
Centre street. Newton near the old 
cemetery. Apparently Higgihs round- 
ed the curve at a high rate of speed 
and lost control of the car. The im- 
pact wrecked the small coach and 
rendered Higgins unconscious. The 
broken gasoline tank burst into flames 
and only quick action on the part 
of three men saved Higgins from the 
flames which rapidly consumed every- 
thing combustible in the car. Rob- 
ert Burke of 825 Centre street. James 
Quinlan of 945 Centre street, and 
an unknown truck driver rushed to 
Higgins’ rescue and succeeded in pull- 
ing him out of the blazing car be- 
fore the flames reached him. Hig- 
gins was taken to the Newton Hospi- 
tal in the police ambulance. He had 
a fractured right leg, severe cuts on 
the head and face and other injuries.

REDUCING WAGES 

To the Editor of The GRAPHIC: 

Alderman Chase of West Newton de- 
serves the thanks of the taxpayers of 
Newton for his stand and vote on the 
Newton budget for 1932 as reported in 
The GRAPHIC. It is to be regretted 
that in the whole board there was 
no other member who agreed with 
Mr. Chase or who voted with him. 
Mr. Chase is awake to the fact that 
a member of a legislative body in 
dealing with the appropriation of pub- 
lic money owes a duty to the taxpayer 
from whose pocket the money is to 
be taken as well as to the one into 
who%e pocket the money is to he 
paid. It Is altogether too much the 
habit to forget the rights of the tax- 
payer, altogether too much the habit 
to forget that every cent taken as tax- 
es is money earned by the taxpayer 
and taken out of his pocket by the 
tax levying power. Taxpayers are too 
apt to suffer and submit in silence 
while those who benefit from the dis- 
pensing of tax money are vocal to the 
point of vociferousness and at elec- 
tions cohesive in support of their 
benefactors. It is never pleasant to 
cut wages, even when necessity de- 
mands that it be done, but with re- 
ductions in the wages of the employ- 
ees of railroads and other public 
utilities in order to enable them to 
make both ends meet, with wage re- 
ductions In the great run of indus- 
tries, with tlie certainty of mounting 
taxes, it is hard to see why the 
harassed taxpayer should be expect- 
ed to maintain at their peaks national, 
state and municipal wages. 

So far as Newton’s budget for 1932 
goes t he Mayor, the Aldermen and the 
School Committee appear to have gone 
at the making of it with the idea 
that somehow it will he possible for 
the taxpayers of Newton to hustle 
about and scrape together the money 
with which to puy taxes even if at 
the same time they have to cut their 
own personal expenditures to the 
bone and perhaps go into debt to 
keep going. That has been the meth- 
od in which Newton, and other cit- 
ies, have proceeded for so long that 
reform can not he expected at once. 
Perhaps Alderman Chase’s remarks 
and his vote may give them pause, 
may call a halt to the ’’easy come, 
easy go” policy of municipal finance 
and may wak<- Newton to the fact that 
the mutter of .Massachusetts tax bur- 
dens is becoming a serious one, a 
grave threut to the business and the 
commerce of the state. 

For the information of the taxpay- 
ers of Newton as to what bus been go- 
ing op I suggest that The GRAPHIC 
print a tuble showing for each year 
since 1916 Newton’s tax rute, the total 
umount raised in taxes, the amount 
spent on schools.

Nor- 
bert Champagne, Alexander Kevork- 
ian, Frank Feola and Siran Malkasin 
are the most promising catchers with 
the possibility that Jackson Skillings 
may make a close run for the receiv- 
ing berth. Skillings is a member of 
the All-Suburban hockey team which 
plays a Montreal schoolboy sextet at 
the Boston Garden tomorrow after 
which he will put his goalie’s pads 
and skates aside. 

Charles Houghton, first baseman, on 
the Huntington School nine last year, 
is considered th& outstanding prospect 
for the Initial sack but as he Is also 
on the all-star hockey aggregation he 
has not yet reported for practice. 
Meanwhile the leading prospects are 
Albert Robinson, Renfleld Lampliere 
and John Hervan.

Ted Johnson 
or Eliot Robinson may show enough 
to upset any claim Duane may have 
to the position. 

Another great race will be staged 
in the battle for outfield berths with 
Willie Mullen the only letter men re- 
turning. Captain Rhodes saw con- 
siderable service in the outer gardens 
last year when not pitching and It is 
probable that Coach Jonts will cap- 
italize his batting ability by using 
him regularly again. Mullen’s speed 
makes him a great ground coverer but 
in order to make sure of a berth his 
hitting mu t improve or his job will 
he taken over by a candidate who 
is more potent with the willow. Among 
the leading gardeners seeking posi- 
tions are Tommy Lyons, who would 
probably clinch the regular catcher’s 
berth but for a bad finger. Bill Terry, 
who was halted last year through an 
Injury to his hand, and A1 Carvelli 
and Joe Mastropiere of last year’s in- 
termediates.

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THE LEGS OF THE LAW RUN FASTER 

Inauguration of motorized radio-police patrol service in 
Newton took place this week as announced in our news 
columns. The workings of the new plan will be watched 
with interest, not only locally, but throughout the state, as 
it is the most radical plan ever undertaken in Newton and 
the Garden City is the first city in the state to adopt it. Un- 
doubtedly the new system will enable quick mobilization of 
a large number of officers at a given point when needed as 
well as speeding up the tracking of criminals after a crime has 
been committed. There are other arguments for the plan 
which is aimed to increase the efficiency of police protection. 
Chief among the arguments against the new system is that 
the first duty of a police officer is to prevent crime and that 
the patrolman on foot provides a more thorough means of de- 
tecting night burglars and the like. Whether or not this is 
true seems to be more or less personal opinion as with two 
police officers in each car temporarily unoccupied houses 
may be inspected by one officer while the other remains on 
duty at the «radio. Any change in method of law enforce- 
ment which attempts to increase the efficiency of police pro- 
tection is worthy of a fair trial and deserves public co- 
operation. 


MUNICIPAL FINANCING 

In considering municipal finances there are many angles 
which must be taken into consideration. The entire problem is 
made up of many smaller ones, each of which must not only 
be considered separately but from their effect upon the whole. 
The soundness of Mayor Weeks’ financial program was well 
illustrated this week in the placing of a short term loan in 
anticipation of revenue at an interest rate of less than five 
per cent — the lowest to be asked of any Massachusetts city 
this year. The readiness of bankers to loan the city money 
can be directly traced to the Mayor’s policy of making loans 
only when necessary — a policy which has caused a steady 
drop in the sums borrowed the past few years. Although there 
are some details of city finance on which there may be cause 
for minor differences the Mayor is to be commended for 
maintaining Newton’s high financial rating in the face of 
general conditions.

All proposed legislation to legalize 
betting on horse racing has been re- 
jected by both branches of the Legis- 
lature and the matter is disposed of 
for the 1932 session. The House con- 
sidered the several bills last week 
and the Senate settled the question 
last Tuesday. Senntor Hollis was re- 
corded on rollcull as against the pro- 
posal. There were four bills, all of 
which were reported "leave to with- 
draw” by the Committee on Legal 
Affairs. They were similar in purpose 
and would have legalized the pari- 
mutuel or certificate method of wag- 
ering on results of horse races. One 
■ of the bills included dog racing. 

I The two branches have accepted 
the report of "leave to withdraw” on 
bill providing that laws regulating 
observance of the Lord’s Day be made 
applicable until noon on Memorial 
Day and Armistice Day. The pro- 
ponents of the measure sought, among 
other things, to bring about the clos- 
ing of all retail stores on Armistice 
Day. 

Another measure adversely report- 
ed and which both branches have re- 
jected as a result would have re- 
quired that 10 days’ notice in writing 
be given of intention to shut off 
water for nonpavrnent of water bills. 

The petition of William T. Swain 
and others that cities and towns be 
authorized to appropriate money for 
observance and celebration of the bi- 
centenary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington has been adversely reported 
by the Committee on Municipal Fi- 
nance; the report has been accepted 
by both brandies. 

Among the last of the bills to amend 
the automobile law which have been 
rejected this year was that of Senn- 
tor Holmes of Weymouth that provi- 
sions be made for the issuance of 
certificates of title for motor vehicles. 
The idea, when first advanced, at- 
tracted much interest as it was 
urged that it would be one of the most 
effective ways of preventing the steal- 
ing of automobiles. Each possessor of 
a car Would have to show a title and 
this was urged as a measure of pro- 
tection. However, the colleagues of 
Senator Holmes did not share his 
views and the bill was killed. 

A lot of talk was made over a bill 
requiring applicants for registration 
as nurses to be citizens of the United 
States. It was rejected by the Senate 
on rollcall, 17 to 9. Senator Hollis 1 
was recorded against it. The Commit- 
tee on Judiciary lost no time in re- | 
porting a bill on the petition of At- * 
torney General Warner “that it be 
made an offence maliciously to J 
threaten by verbal communication an 
injury to person or property with in- ! 
tent to extort money or pecuniary 
advantage or to compel any involun- 
tary act”. The substance of this legis- 
lation is to amend the present law. 
Recently, it will be remembered, a 
justice of the Superior Court ruled 
that the statutes did not provide pun- 
ishment for oral threats of bodily 
violence in connection with the ex- 
torting of money. The court said the 
threats must be made in writing. As 
a result of the ruling it was agreed 
by the Attorney General and various 
District Attorneys that an amend- 
ment to the law was necessary. The 
matter was brought to the Legisla- 
ture and a prompt response was made. 

One of the largest gatherings of 
prominent citizens seen this session 
was that before the Committee on 
Election Laws this week at the hear- 
ings on the initiative petition of 
Anna C. Bird and others for the pas- 
sage of an act providing for State and 
party primaries and conventions of 
political parties. 

Final disposition of a number of 
matters was made this week w'hen 
the tw’o branches accepted adverse 
committee reports on the following: 
memorializing Congress to prohibit 
acceptance by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission of certain propos- 
als until they are so modified as to 
place New' England and her ports on 
a truly competitive railroad basis; 
memorializing Congress in favor of 
an amendment of the Federal con- 
stitution giving Congress the pow’er 
to regulate hours of labor; for the 
establishment of a board of examina- 
tion and registration to regulate the 
practice of magnetic healers; that the 
fee for marriage licenses be increased 
from $1 to $2; that the State estab- 
lish radio broadcasting stations; 
petition of the Massachusetts Hotel 
Association for legislation to penal- 
ize the issuance of checks, drafts or 
orders on banks or other depositories 
in which there are insufficient funds 
to pay the same; for legislation to 
legalize and to provide for licensing 
the operation of slot machines and 
certain gambling devices; of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Labor that one of the Commissioners 
of the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission be a representative of labor 
and that the Department of Public 
Works be recognized and its powers 
and duties redefined. 

The Governor this w’eek reappoint- 
ed Mayor Weeks a member of the 
board of managers of the Massachu- 
setts Eye and Ear Infirmary. 

Senator Hollis is in charge of the 
bill reported by the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs relative to in- 
creasing the capacity of the Charles 
River Valley sewer with a view to 
eliminating overflow of sewage into 
the Charles river in or near the town 
of Watertown. The bill authorizes 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
to extend its present sewerage sys- 
tem from its present terminus at Oak 
Squure, Brighton, to the Newton- 
Boston line. 

The House hus advanced to its fi- 
nal stages the bill to define intoxicat- 
ing beverages and spirits as those con- 
taining more than four und one-half 
percent alcohol by weight. The mea- 
sure would not however, alter in any 
way the present requirement that beer 
containing more than one-hulf of one 
percent may not be sold, although it 
would do away with prosecutions for I 
illegul sales under the State law, un- 1 
less the beer tested more than the I 
four und one-half percent. Proponents J 
declare it is merely an indication of 
the way the State stands on the Nu- 1 
tional prohibition question and anti- 
cipates no particular effect local I y .

William Hambleton of Webster 
Park, West Newton, urged the Aider- 
men to take favorable action on the 
petition to improve Dolan Brook from 
Webster street northerly. He said this 
brook, which really is a drain for 
surface water off nearby streets has 
been a nuisance for many years. The 
swampy area which it creates is a 
mosquito breeding place in summer 
with its stagnant water. In winter, 
according to Mr. Hambleton, a small 
pond formed by the brook, is fre- 
quented by a large number of young- 
sters, characterized by Mr. Hamble- 
ton as lawless. He said they build 
fires near his property, endangering 
the buildings. Asked by Alderman 
Gallagher why he did not complain 
about this nuisance when he w'as 
agent for the Newton Health Depart- 
ment, Mr. Hambleton replied that he 
had then been informed there was no 
means to drain this area, but the Cole 
Brook drain, built last year by the city 
provides the means now. City Engi- 
neer Morse agreed with this conten- 
tion of Mr. Hambleton.

to erect a gasoline station at 770 Bea- 
con street, Newton Center. On rec- 
ommendation of the Licenses Commit- 
tee the petition of Alexander Mac- 
Kinnon for two 2nd class taxi li- 
censes at 15 Pelham street w’ere re- 
fused.

Rotary Club 


The regular meeting of the Rotary 
Club of Newton was held as usual at 
the Woodland Golf Club on Monday. 
Mr. William Frayer, a member of the 
local club and president of the Bureau 
of University Travel was the speaker. 
He chose for his subject, “The Sixth 
Object of Rotary” and approached the 
problem of a complete understanding 
in the world from a new angle in a 
most interesting and convincing man- 
ner. 

He spoke of the principle of the 
development of friendship as exempli- 
fied by Rotary as one result of the 
formation of the League of Nations 
and consequently a trend toward bet- 
ter understanding. He deplored the 
lack of response to the lessons that 
should have been learned from the 
world war. Russia’s unwillingness to 
co-operate, and the uncertainty of the 
control of Germany for a long time 
as examples of the handicaps toward 
better understanding. Japan, France 
and the United States are the three 
most unpopular nations in the world. 
Japan had perfectly good reasons for 
doing something but chose the worst 
way to do it. The post-war bickering 
in France increased feeling against 
England and Italy but now there is an 
increased feeling in these countries 
against France. England’s shifting 
policy and the Fascist movement in 
Italy have caused considerable uncer- 
tainty. 

Organizations like Rotary have a 
tremendous task, ‘ a tremendous op- 
portunity and an overwhelming chal- 
lenge in facing the problems of de- 
mocracy. It is not time for smugness. 
There has been little if any change 
from the democracy of the end of the 
18th century. New ideas and thoughts 
must be considered. Ideas of great im- 
portance are slow of acceptance^-a 
pathetic commentary upon modern 
civilization. In New England there 
has been a kindly attitude toward new 
ideas. There are few places in the 
country where there are such a large 
number of men with ideas. The sixth 
object of Rotary must be taken seri- 
ously and what lias been done can 
be done again.

Appropriately his first re- 
marks were on the recent kidnapping 
of the Lindbergh baby, and he said 
that added to his personal feelings of 
regret, was the feeling that so much 
notoriety as tho newspapers were giv- 
ing the case, was prolonging a return 
of the child. Mr. Whitmore took up the 
conditions in tho Far East as nearly 
where he left them as possible. He 


spoke of the recent election at which 
tho winner assumed the title of Chin 
Chin, a synonym for Dictator. He also 
gave the important Items In the State 
document sent to Senator Borah by 
Mr. Stlmson, also mentioning Presi- 
dent Lowell’s suggestion of Japanese 
boycott. 

France was passed over with just 
the mention of the overturn In the 
Ministry. In Germany he called atten- 
tion to tho fact that Hlnt/enberg and 
Hitler are opposing each other at the 
coming elections. In Greece the three- 
day-a-week breadless days which have 
been ordered were explained by the 
excess of imports over exports. In 
passing he mentioned the proposed 
sale of Labrador and New Foundland. 

In our own country he called at- 
tention to the passing of the House 
of the famous Norris Amendment, 
which alms to do away with the Lame 
Duck Session of Congress. At his 
final talk on the 31st of this month 
Mr. Whitmore will include Hawaii, 
and he spent the last few minutes of 
his talk in building up a foundation 
for the understanding of our relations 
to our Foreign accessions.

Discuss School 
Affairs at Meeting 
Of Association 


Newton Centre Organization 
Hears Several Speakers 


The Mure.h meeting of the Newton 
Centre School Association was held 
Wednesday, last, in the Mason School 
Hall. 

Mr. Paul spoke briefly of the need 
of maintaining the school budget at 
Its present level in spite of depression 
since it meant so much to the chil- 
dren to have plenty of good teachers, 
small classes, and the best equipment. 

Miss March of the Ward School 
spoke of the gain made in understand- 
ing a child when the teacher and par- 
ent could meet and compare notes. 
The child was often quite different in 
school mid nt home. 

Mr. Spaulding, director of instru 
mental music in the Newton Schools 
gave ti most interesting and enlighten 
ing talk on his department. There 
are now, he said. 1190 children study- 
ing musical instruments in the school 
classes. There are 76 beginners 
in classes starting in third grade. 
In the Junior High Schools there are 
8 orchestras and 4 hands. The pupils 
are put in one of these hands as soon 
as their playing justifies it and they 
maintain their position or move up to 
a better one by a system of challeng- 
ing between 2 players. 

The schools own 92 instruments, 
some of them the more unusual and 
expensive ones, which the children 
can rent. If they decide to buy an in- 
strument they can, by partial pay- 
ments and what they have paid in 
rent will be applied toward the cost 
of the instrument. 

This certainly is a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for the children and what they 
have done with It was shown by the 
solos given by some of the pupils il- 
lustrating the beginners’ work, that 
of more advanced students, and that 
of the best of the High School orches- 
tra.

On Wednesday, March 9th, 1932 the 
Conference Welfare Problems held 
their monthly luncheon and meeting 
at Bond’s Restaurant. The subject 
under discussion was "The Pre-School 
Child”. Dr. Frederlka Moore, of the 
Massachusetts Division of Child Hy- 
giene reviewed that part of the White 
House Conference pertaining to the 
pre-school child between the ages of 
two and six years. President Hoover 
was not the first president to call a 
conference on child welfare: for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt In 1908 held a confer- 
ence to discuss dependent children, 
and President Wilson in 1919. with 
the co-operation of the Children’s Bu- 
reau called a conference to which 
delegates from other countries ram** 
particularly to discuss their work dur- 
ing the war. Before calling the confer- 
ence. President Hoover appointed a 
planning committee of 27 members to 
study the status and well-being of 
children, to collect materia’ anti make 
records. One and one half /pars later 
the Conference was held. The recom- 
mendations were supposed to he fol 
lowed up by state organizations, not 
to end merely In talk. 

A conference commlU.ee was ap- 
pointed in Massachusetts with Dr. 
George Bigelow at Its head, and Dr. 
Mary I.akenian as executive. They 
are establishing well-child conferences 
for pre-school children with periodic 
health examinations. A consultant 
nurse has been appointed to give de- 
monstration well-child conferences in 
any community where they may be 
desired, after which there is follow-up 
work. The State Department is glad 
to send a specialist to any clinic al- 
ready established for consultation. 
The State Department is also pushing 
the summer round-up of children about 
to enter school to Insure that they 
enter school in the best possible phy- 
sical condition. The State Department 
should be at the head of this round- 
up, with all other organizations co- 
operating. They also recommend that 
a Community Health and Education 
Council be established in each com- 
munity to educate parents, to further 
clinics, and periodic examinations. 
They are sponsoring child guidance 
clinics, nursery schools, playgrounds 
for little children, and adequate nurs- 
ing facilities. Newton has a wonderful 
reputation for health work in its 
schools. 

Dr. Francis Curtis, chairman of the 
Health Department of the city of New- 
ton told of Newton’s part in the Pre- 
School Health program. Pre-school 
clinics are held in parts of Newton 
where they are needed, to correct de- 
fects before the Child enters school. 
Where there is no pre-school clinic, 
parents are urged to consult their fam- 
ily physician. In the home interview 
survey In which 146 cities took part 
all over the United States and in 
which were studied health and dental 
examinations, and immunization from 
small-pox and diphtheria. Newton 
stood second In Its dental examina- 
tions. and fifth in small-pox immuniza- 
tion. and was the only Massachusetts 
city to make this record. In Newton’s 
own group of 37 cities of her own size 
she ‘stood fifth in health examinations, 
first in dental examinations, first in 
small-pox immunization. 

Miss M. Gertrude Martin, consult- 
ant in Public Health Nursing in the 
State Department of Public Health, 
said that community health work is 
being studied intensively at present 
to learn the problems and make re- 
commendations. Newton is outstand- 
ing In nursing service. 

Mr. Wheeler. Superintendent of 
Schools in Newton, spoke of the health 
work in Newton schools. Dr. Curtis 
plans the clinics, hires the doctors 
and nurses, and the school department 
furnishes the children and the meet- 
ing place. The School Department and 
the Board of Health are working hand 
in hand for the health of school chil- 
dren.

Alexander G. Fletcher, n former out- 
standing Newton High athlete and 
prominent In Yale athletics the past 
few years, has been elected captain 
of the 1933 Yale varsity hockey team. 
No other candidate opposed the New- 
ton youth who was unanimously 
chosen at the meeting of the Blue 
lettermen in hockey last week Fri- 
day. He is the only regular who will 
be available for service next winter. 
For the past two years he has played 
wing and centre for the Elis and ns n 
freshmnn was one of the leading scor- 
ers on the freshman sextet where lie 
played at centre ice. Fletcher is also 
a star baseball player and last year 
as a sophomore he played regularly 
nt second base for the vnrsity. In ills 
freshman year he was at second for 
the yearling nine and was one of its 
stars. It would not be a surprise to 
local sports followers should the New- 
ton youth be elected captain of Yale’s 
1933 nine as well as the hockey team 
for he has been as outstanding in both 
these sports as the most famous Yale 
athlete of recent times, Albie Booth, 
was in football and basketball. Booth 
captained both these sports but failed 
to win the baseball captaincy for this 
year when Edgar Warren was select- 
ed. Incidentally Warren is a former 
Newton high athlete and Fletcher was 
a teammate. Warren will lead the Yale 
nine this year from the bench as the 
loss of his left arm in a motorboat 
accident last summer unfortunately 
terminated his active athletic career. 
Fletcher, or “Allie” as he is familiarly 
known, Is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard M. Fletcher of Charlesbank 
road. Newton. He graduated from 
Newton High in 1929 where he made 
an athletic record, which with his 
high scholastic ranking, brought him 
the award of the Dickinson Cup for 
that year. 

In the spring of 1928 he played sec- 
ond base on what was considered one 
of the greatest defensive baseball 
teams ever turned out at Newton 
High. That team was captained by 
Spencer deMille, first baseman, and 
the remainder of the infield included 
Fletcher, Spain at shortstop and War- 
ren at third with Phil Andres behind 
the hat and Don Wilson, Bill Reilly 
and Roily Coombs as the pitching trio. 
Outfielders included Arthur Wilson, 
Creighton Gatchell, John Mullen. Bill 
Sutcliffe. It won thirteen of its fifteen 
games and captured the Suburban 
League championship with a record of 
8 wins and 2 losses. One of thesd de- 
feats was handed out by Everett and 
the other by Somerville in the well- 
remembered seniorless game. 

The following year Fletcher was 
captain of the Newton team which 
won the league title for the second 
consecutive season but in an alto- 
gether different manner. The 1929 nine 
was perhaps one of the weakest New- 
ton teams on the defence in many 
years but it more than made up for 
this lacking by its power with the 
hat. In the infield Fletcher covered 
first base, Barry second. Duane short- 
stop, Arthur Wilson third. The out- 
field had Phil Andres. Johnny Mullen, 
and Perry Elrod as its most frequent 
players with Bartlett Nichols and Bill 
Reilly filling in occasionally when not 
twirling. Bill Annese was behind the 
bat and Reilly, Nichols, Kraber and 
Jim Pillion comprised the pitching 
staff. Five regulars on that team had 
a batting average of over .368 with 
Fletcher leading the way with a mark 
of .461 for the season and .548 for 
league games. His 1928 season mark 
was .429. In winning the Suburban 
league championship the 1929 team 
won 9 games and lost 1 with a season 
record of 11 wins and 5 defeats. In 
many the opposition was spotted sev- 
eral runs through loose fielding on 
Newton’s part but in most Instances 
was overcome l)y superior batting 
ability.

Tuberculosis caused 2 deaths, 
cancer 4, cerebral hemorrhage 2, heart 
ailments 19. arterio sclerosis 4, pneu- 
monia 8. The death rate per 1000 for 
the month was 10.03 as compared with 
8.94 for the eorresportding month In 
1931. 

Communicable diseases reported 
during the month Included the fol- 
lowing cases; scarlet-fever 64, measles 
156, mumps 19, whooping cough 20, 
chicken pox 3, pulmonary tuberculo- 
ids 2. Of the 64 cases of scarlet-fever, 
29 wore in ward 2; mostly In Nonan- 
tum. Of the 156 cuses of measles, 139 
cases were in Waban. 

Inspectors of the Houlth Department 
examined 41 tenements, 99 provision 
stores, 28 restuurunts. 7 bakeries, 6 
ice cream manufacture.

Cancellation or the European War 
debts by the United States was ad- 
vocated by Frank L. Richardson, lead- 
ing Newton banker, at the regular 
noon day luncheon of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club on Tuesday. This coun- 
try, he pointed out. should forego the 
annual collection of millions from for- 
eign countries In ordei to restore the 
lost earning power many times the 
size of those collections. 

Mr. Richardson’s talk, clearly de- 
livered and exceptionally well bal- 
anced. was Illustrated by graphs and 
figures which he made on a black- 
board. At the close of his discourse 
he was kept busy for more than 15 
minutes by numerous questions asked 
by the club membership. 

The speaker opened his remarks 
with the statement that he was about 
to prove from u strictly economic 
standpoint that the United States as 
creditor nation should cancel the 
European War debts. He asked his 
audience to forget the political as- 
pects and all other phases except one 
of economics and then he proceeded 
to show through the use of well illus- 
trated data the present financial con- 
dition of the world. He developed 
the important point that we should 
and could properly forego the collec- 
tion of 250 million yearly if it meant 
the restoration of a lost earning 
power yearly of 14 billions. 

Digressing a bit. and through the 
use of red chalk upon a large black- 
board. Mr. Richardson showed the 
relation of this country’s gross wealth 
of 360 billions to credit balances in 
banks due customers of 41 billions 
and the total gold and currency in 
the entire nation of a little over 5 bil- 
lions. The absurdity and serious ef- 
fect of hoarding were brought out 
through the use of these figures in 
a most comprehensive manner.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

The GRAPHIC has received a ropy 
of a poem written February 1, 1879. 
by A. B. Crane an old resident of this 
city who was the father of William 
Crane, a well known actor a genera- 
tion ago. The copy of the poem sent 
to the GRAPHIC was presented by 
Mr. Crane to Vincent A. Pluto, a well 
known resident of Auburndale in 1879. 
The poem is entitled 

•WHERE'S NEWTON?" 

To Newton do you wish to go? 

(Which Newton pray?) 

There's eight of them, you know. 

1. There’s Newton Centre, 

On the hill-top crest, 

Where the weary find a rest. 

2. There’s Newton Highlands, 

On the summit set, 

Of little can be known. 

As yet. 

3. U Then the Falls. 

Of little need be said, 

L Where labor scarce can 
earn its bread. 

5. There Auburndale, the Saints re- 

treat, 

A better place, you seldom meet. 

6. Then West Newton, where the 
City Fathers meet, to vote 
Themselves enough to eat. 

There doth the City Hall arise. 
Where genius points heyond the 

skies. 

7. There is a place called Newton- 

ville, 

With all her faults, we love her 
still. 

S. Then in the corner set. 

That is Newton Corner yet, 
Where the sun doth rise and set, 
Aristocratic, and withal devout. 
Supposed to know what they’re 
about. 

Then the gateman 
(O, what a whopper!) 

When he directs to Newton 
Proper, 

Sincere beyond a doubt 
And tries to do his best, 

Yet, hoping these few lines 
Will give him — a rest. 

To find Newton Proper 
Still remains 

A conundrum for our senses 
And our brains. 

If there is any attempt to disfran- 
chise deserving voters this year who 
may have had to appeal to Welfare 
Departments of cities and towns for 
aid. such action will have serious re- 
sults. We hear and read of denunci- 
ation of the “Reds”. But, if those 
who possess wealth and influence at- 
tempt to gain political advantage by 
depriving honest, industrious people 
of the right to vote they may live to 
rue the day. The long continued de- 
pression has reduced to poverty many 
who heretofore were prosperous, who 
were always willing to work, who 
were reasonably frugal. 


Much organized opposition has evi- 
denced itself at the State House 
aguinst the proposed legislation which 
would place a special tax on chain 
stores. The big corporations which 
conduct the chains have not stinted 
in attempting to defeat the proposed 
law. One of those most prominent 
in combatting the proposed law and 
in lauding chain stores is an individ- 
ual who has appeared at the State 
House on numerous occasions and 
who has volunteered advice and in- 
formation to the Legislators on sub- 
jects quite diverse. He strongly ad- 
vocated professional sports on Sun- 
days. he is quite concerned over leg- 
islation controlling the milk supply 
of Massachusetts and intended to save 
the farmers of this Stute from finan- 
cial ruin. He is not actuated by al- 
truistic motives. 

Individually owned stores must pay 
taxes to cities and towns at the same 
rate prevailing for all individuals in 
the community. Chain stores pay only 
at the rate of $5 per $1000 of assessed 
value and this payment is made to 
the State as a corporation tax. Thus, 
while individually owned stores in 
Newton are assessed at the rate of 
$26.60, chain stores in this city puy 
no taxes to Newton except on the 
machinery they contain, such us coffee 
grinders and refrigerators. The First 
National Stores with 28 units in this 
city is assessed on only $11,400 worth 
of machinery and pays $303.24 to 
Newton. The A. & P. Company with 
16 stores in the city pays $212.80 on 
machinery valued at $8000. The Econ- 
omy Grocery Stores with 8 units in 
the Newtons puys $101.08 taxes on 
machinery valued at $3800. These 
corporations pay no taxes to New- 
ton on the stock in their stores here. 
Individually owned stores must assist 
in bearing the cost of running this 
city. 

The argument is offered that chain 
stores have reduced the cost of liv- 
ing and materially aided the masses. 
They have also taken comfortable llv- 
llhoods from hundreds of thousands, 
huve removed from communities tin* 
purchasing power formerly possessed 
by owners of und employees in local- 
ly owned stores. How much work 
is given to local mechanics und trades- 
men by chain stores as compared with 
that which would be given by In- 
dividually owued stores? What are 
the working conditions of employees 
in chain stores? How many hours do 
they labor? How frequently do chain 
stores ask the Newton police for per- 
mits to allow their employees to 
work on Sundays? Whut part do 
they take in locul civic activities?

TRIPS TO EUROPE ON DEFERRED 
PAYMENTS 

The American public has long been 
accustomed to purchase its automo- 
biles and electric refrigerators on the 
Instalment Plan; in fact, practically 
everything with a value in excess of 
fifty dollars is purchasable today in 
this manner, except steamship trans- 
portation. Now* the application of 
the deferred payment plan to for- 
eign travel is announced. In the fu- 
ture it will be possible to go to Eu- 
rope by paying 25% cash and the 
balance at so much per month after 
the trip is made. 

Strangely enough, this typically 
American custom is first applied to 
foreign travel by a 91 year old British 
shipping concern — The Cunard Steam 
Ship Company Limited, regarded as 
one of the most conservative corpora- 
tions in the world. In common with 
other steamship companies, the Cun- 
ard und Anchor Lines have felt the 
depression. This innovation is hailed 
us the panacea for the ills from which 
the shipping industry has been suf- 
fering for the past two years. 

In financial quarters it is pointed 
out that this is the first time a pro- 
posed large scale instalment financ- 
ing project has been applied to an 
‘‘intangible.’’ Usually, in case of de- 
fault of payment, the automobile or 
radio can be repossessed and any loss 
minimized or possibly prevented. 
However, foreign travel offers no pos- 
sibility of repossession. 

“The extension of the deferred pay- 
ment plan to steamship travel is a 
subject to which we have given long 
and careful consideration.” said H. 
P. Borer. Cunard’s General Passenger 
Manuger. in making the announce- 
ment. “The existing conditions here 
and ubroad. resulting in tremendous- 
ly increased value for the travel dol- 
lar. make the inauguration of such 
a plan of deferred payments, partic- 
ularly propitious at this time. We 
have concluded negotiations with 
Morris Plan which enables us to make 
this method of payment available to 
Cunard-Anchor Line patrons. 

“The plun will be open to the pub- 
lic generally and we believe there 
are many thousands of people in the 
United States w'ho, through the use 
of Cunard’s Deferred Payment Plan, 
can for the first time enjoy the bene- 
fits und pleasures of foreign travel. 
It is designed primarily for the use 
of school teachers, educators in gen- 
eral, professional people uud others 
whose usefulness and ability will be 
enhanced by foreign travel, but who 
do not find It convenient to pay for 
the full cost of their pussage before 
sailing. This plun will also apply 
to all of our cruises.” 

Cunurd’s exclusive arrangement 
with Morris Plun greatly simplifies 
arrangements for the instalment 
financing. All details will be bundled 
by the local steumship agent or Cun- 
ard’s offices, whore the passenger will 
be unstated in arranging for his loan 
at the same time he is booking his 
passuge. In most cases, uo comak- 
ers or endorsers will be required and 
the only Interest churge will be 6% 
per unnum on the amount uctuully 
borrowed. 

A minimum down puyment of 25% 
will he required before suiting, it is 
pointed out, thut this puyment for 
round trip accommodations to Eu- 
rope may be us little as $34, the bul- 
unco to be puid at less than $10 a 
month. No puyments will be re- 
quired for about 6o duys after the 
pussonger sails, which will give the 
average tourist time to complete his 
trip before his instalments start. 

Tile development of the plan will 
be wutched with interest in both finan- 
cial and shipping circles.

The Newton 
Public School 
System

Editor's Note — The following is the 
first of 4i series of to in article 8 on the 
Newton Public School system which 
will appear in these columns in the 
near future. 


It is characteristic of the Ameri- 
can community that, however indif- 
ferent it may be towards other de- 
partments of its municipal govern- 
ment, it is proud of Its public schools. 
It revels in their athletic contests, 
it stands rather in awe of the im- 
pressive school architecture and it 
glories in the ever increasing num- 
ber of high school graduates who go 
on to college “So that they will not 
have to work so hard to earn their 
living as father und mother have been 
obliged to do.” It cheerfully votes ap- 
propriations for the annual school 
budget and for new’ buildings with- 
out stint. It then indifferently elects 
the new members of the school com- 
mittee and promptly forgets ubout 
the whole matter. 

The City of Newton differs only in 
degree from other communities. All 
of us have a rather vague notion, at 
least, that our public school system is 
one of the best equipped and most 
highly organized in the United States. 
The whole city know's whether New- 
ton wins or loses its football games 
with Waltham and Brookline, and we 
all of us know that our high school 
graduates, who are enrolled in most 
of the leading colleges of the East, 
stand well. The community trusts 
the School Committee and the ad- 
ministrative officers whom it has cho- 
sen to maintaiu the high standards 
Which it takes for granted, but When 
we pass our splendid school buildings 
and watch the crowds of pupils going 
to und from school and at play upon 
our athletic fields, we realize thut our 
ideas are for the most part general 
and that we know little about mod- 
ern scientific pedagogy and the high- 
ly complex organization which is 
Newton’s answer to the greut ideal 
of American education. “An equal op- 
portunity for every boy and girl to 
attain the best which is in him or 
her.” 

It requires u decided mentul stretch 
to realize that Newton was not al- 
ways a leader in public education, 
and that it has required eighty years 
of continuous effort to produce the 
present satisfactory situation. New- 
ton historians tell us that in 1845, out 
of 48 towns in Middlesex County. New- 
ton, with its 11 schools had the poor- 
est record for utteuduuce, something 
less thun 50 per cent, of its school 
population. In 1810 Seth Davis, who 
for ten yours had been the school 
master ut the Highlands, broadened 
his curriculum by the introduction of 
geogruphy, map drawing and declama- 
tions. This so aroused the neighbor- 
hood that a public meeting was called 
which decided that geography was 
all right but declamations were a 
waste of time und must go. 

In 1847 school matters took a turn 
for the better and before Newton be- 
came a city in 1874 it was spending 
$130,000 u year on its public schools. 
By 1883 the school budget was by far 
the heaviest city appropriation and 
its per cupitu cost of education was 
one of tiie highest in the state, which 
standard lias been steadily maintained 
since thut time. 

As wus pointed out in the Graphic 
recently, the unnuul budget appro- 
priation of $1,438,147.03 wus more than 
twice thut of any other department 
of tiie city government a year uao. 
Of tills amount, $989,133.97 wus for 
the maintenance of our regular 
schools and $47,737.97 wus for the vo- 
cational schools. Items of interest 


were $20,091 for medical inspection. 
$67,861.57 for building maintenance 
and $10,415.54 for grounds upkeep, 
which figures show the emphasis now 
placed upon the health of the chil- 
dren and keeping the playgrounds and 
athletic field in first class condition. 

During the past twelve years the 
schools have faced the necessity of 
enormous expansion. Within this 
time the population of the city has in- 
creased approximately 48 per cent. 
Our schools have kept pace with this 
rapidly increasing school population 
by the construction of the three jun- 
ior high school buildings and other 
improvements in housing and equip- 
ment. From 1919 to 1931 the total 
valuation of our school buildings and 
equipment increased from $2,017.S50 
to $9,824,475. Portable buildings are 
now in use only at the Horace Mann 
and Stearns Schools and part time 
classes, so common in larger cities 
and rapidly growing communities, are 
unknown in Newton. 

Newton has taken the problem seri- 
ously of providing the best which mod- 
ern scientific knowledge has to offer 
for every child regardless of mental 
and physical differences. Neither 
study nor expense has been spared to 
meet the needs of unusual children. 
There is the Stearns School where 
emphasis is placed upon hand work 
and practical preparation for useful 
living and the Barnard School for the 
benefit of children who do not adapt 
themselves readily to graded class- 
room work. There are lip reading class- 
es for the children whose hearing is 
sub-normal, an itinerant teacher is em- 
ployed to instruct the 12 crippled chil- 
dren who are unable to come to the 
school buildings und 12 children with 
defective vision ure receiving special 
attention in “sight saving classes.” 

Statistics are the least important 
of facts regarding a school system, 
but the following registration figures 
are interesting. There are 11.459 pu- 
pils registered In the 23 elementary 
schools, the four junior and the senior 
high school. Of these. 6.762 are in 
the elementary schools. 1.3SS in the 
junior high schools and *2,690 in the 
Senior High School. In addition to the 
Superintendent and his assistants, 
there are 96 teachers in the Senior 
High School. 4 principals and 104 
teachers in the junior high schools. 
210 teachers including principals in 
the elementary schools. 41 kindergar- 
ten teachers and 17 elementary su- 
pervisors and teachers of special sub- 
jects. 

The ubove figures meun that the 
schools are well provided with teach- 
ers under an adequate staff of super- 
visors und administrative officials. 
They also mean another most impor- 
tant tiling; thut while the Newton 
school system is large enough to af- 
ford wide differentiation in courses 
of instruction under competent su- 
pervision. it is not so largo as to be 
unwieldy. There is no excuse here 
for thut heartbreakiug lockstep found 
in many of our larger cities where 
the teachers, like the police force, 
are always looking forward to the 
time when they can retire on a pen- 
sion, und where the children, in a 
sense, are herded like dumb driven 
sheep. For the ubove and other rea- 
sons, the Newton public school sys- 
tem is one of the most interesting 
in tiie United States for study.

Home Women Are 
The Real Savers 

Tiie woman who stays at home real- 
1> does the saving, according to Mrs. 
Jessie L. Hardy, president of the 
Massachusetts Association of Savings 
Bank Women, and assistant treasurer 
of the West Newton Savings Bunk. 
At the two-day conference of women 
executives of the state’s mutual sav- 
ings hanks, which opened here yes- 
terday. Mrs. Hardy said that the 
woman who goes out to business 
may know more of modern economy, 
hut the woman who stays at home 
understands the true art of saving. 

“A great many people think of 
wealth as something to be achieved 
by one stroke,” she said, “but wealth 
for the average man or woman is 
seldom acquired except by the pa- 
tient multiplication of one dollar by 
another. Women have this instinct 
for accumulation in greater degree 
than men. And the woman at home 
understands practical economy better 
than any one else. 

“When a woman goes out to work 
and comes In contact with the larger 
affairs of the business w’orld. her 
viewpoint- becomes something like the 
viewpoint of the man in business. But 
the woman who stays at home knows 
it is the little things that count. So 
she saves a littl*- h-r»- and a little 
there and before long she has a 
sizable savings bank account. 

“I wonder how many men have been 
astonished to learn, in the last year 
or two. that the woman at home has 
built up a savings account of some 
hundreds or thousands of dollars — 
money which the man of the house 
never knew about? Such savings ac- 
counts have proved the truest sort 
of friends when work became slack 
or ceased altogether. It is impres- 
sive to see how hard the average 
home woman will strive to avoid 
drawing upon the family savings ac- 
count. But if draw she must, it will 
be in as small sums as possible.” 

Mrs. Hardy added that the old-fash- 
ioned woman who "couldn’t under- 
stand a bank statement" is almost ex- 
tinct. She has disappeared along with 
the woman who thought that “no 
funds in the bank” meant she should 
write another check. 

“Present circumstances have 
prompted all women to strive toward 
a better understanding of business." 
she continued. “Nowadays we find 
It is the women, rather than the 
men. who come into our banks seek- 
ing information about investments. , 
Sometimes we are surprised to learn j 
bow carefully they have studied flnan- | 
cial statements. 

“No matter the times, the will to ; 
save is strong and active in most j 
women’s minds. They may go to . 
business for themselves, or they may j 
stay at home, but women of ail class- 
es are saving their money today. Cu- 
riously. perhaps, the well-to-do class , 
of women — and many of the men, too : 
— are just as anxious to save as those 
of us who are less well off. We note \ 
that the rich and the comparatively 
rich are opening savings accounts to 
put aside small sums regularly. I 
suppose that they want the added pro- 
tection — a sure, ready source of 
money.”

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INCREASE IN MUNICIPAL COSTS 

In our last issue we published an interesting letter by Mr. 
John Cutler on the subject of reductions in salaries of city 
employees. The letter contained a suggestion that the publi- 
cation of a table showing the amounts raised by tax levy, 
school costs, and tax rates sinfce 1915, would be of interest 
to every taxpayer. We have compiled the following table 
with an additional column for population which has a direct 
influence on municipal finances.

Since 1915 an increase in population of about 60% has 
caused a jump of 200% in the amount raised by tax levy and 
250% in the cost of running our schools. These increases have 
caused an increase in the tax rate of 40%. Since 1920, how- 
ever, the tax levy has been doubled, school costs have in- 
creased 75%, largely because of an increased population 
of 50%, but, however, with a slight decrease in the tax rate. 
Since 1925 our population has increased about 25% making 
for a 38% increase in the tax levy and a 40% increase in 
school costs against a 3% decrease in the tax rate. 

The post war period followed by the prosperity era of the 
latter nineteen twenties brought a much higher standard of 
living, not only in Newton but everywhere in general. This 
fact, resulting in peak prices of various commodities, has had 
its share in the rate of growth of municipal costs. The 
great increase in Newton’s population during the past decade 
made it necessary for additions to the school system both in 
new schools and more teachers. 

Today we are facing a readjustment to a lower standard 
of living. This adjustment cannot take place overnight. We 
still must pay taxes for moneys previously spent. Newton’s 
pay-as-you-go policy has aided materially in keeping our tax 
rate from being jumped in recent years, but the steady in- 
crease in state and county taxes has prevented substantial 
reductions. We believe that the state should lead the way in 
reducing governmental costs with the cities and towns falling 
into line as local conditions permit. 


A TWO MILLION DOLLAR PAY ROLL 

Newton has an annual municipal payroll of approximately 
$2,000,000. More than half of this sum is absorbed by the 
school department for teachers’ salaries. A little more than 
a half million is required for the pay of all police and fire- 
men. These three groups are employed on a scale which 
gives them a minimum for the first year and an increase for 
each year of service until a maximum is reached. The city 
has no control over the school teachers’ salaries. This matter 
lies solely in the hands of the school department. Budgets 
for the year have been made up and approved, including 
amounts necessary for pay increases to those who are entitled 
to such an increase. The balance of the payroll not required 
for these three departments amounts to a little more than 
$250,000. With the exception of federal, state and municipal 
employees there are but few whose salary has not been re- 
duced. In all probability this class of workers will ultimately 
be similarly affected. A 10 per cent reduction on a payroll 
of $250,000 is but a small drop in the bucket. It would have 
little effect upon the tax rate. Unless a reduction is general 
and includes all employees it would not be of material benefit 
to the taxpayer. 


REWARDING MERITORIOUS SERVICE 

For the first time in the history of the local police depart- 
ment meritorious service of an officer has been recognized 
by the granting of a week’s leave of absence with pay. Officer 
Charles Jenkins was thus rewarded for capturing a trio of rob- 
bers in Auburndale last week — the third time within a year 
that he has successfully coped with armed criminals. The 
reward was a most deserved one. Increase in crime can be 
effectively checked by stimulating the custodians of the law 
to greater efficiency through special recognition of exceptional 
acts. Places which are known to be protected by conscien- 
tious officers are not fertile spots for criminals to visit.

1. — Federal action. I have it on 
high parliamentary authority that 
Congress bus no power to demand or 
require u nation-wide poll on such a 
i eferendum. 

2. — Stute uction. While it is possi- 
ble for such a referendum to bo held, 
there are many diiliculties in actuul 
practice. It would bo necessary for 
the Legislatures of each Stute to de- 
termine the form of the questlou and 
how the vote shall be taken. In the 
absence of any centralized authority 
there would certainly be some confu- 
sion over the matter of detuil. As 


many of the Legislatures meet only 
once in two years and as the expense 
of a special election would be prohibi- 
tive, it can readily be seen that it 
might take several years before a 
complete poll could be taken. In ad- 
dition, it is certain that quite a num- 
ber of States would not hold such a 
referendum and as the alleged value 
of the vote depends upon the com- 
pleteness with which it is taken, these 
absentee States would mar the linul 
result. Even if under these dillicul- 
tieH, a nation-wide referendum could 
be held, the outcome would be mere- 
ly an expression of opinion with no 
power to enforce its conclusions. 

3. — Political platforms. In view of 
the conditions outlined ubove, a pluuk 
in the nutionul platforms regurdiug 
such u referendum could be u mere 
idle gesture and dourly intended to 
deceive the people.

Signs Plus Signals 

It seemed as if one or more readers 
of this column in every village found 
an explanation for the presence of 
both permanent stop signs and elec- 
tric flash signals at several street 
crossings. You recall, the question 
wns asked whether a motorist was 
to follow the traffic lamps or abide by 
the sign post at the curb. 

One of the first responses was re- 
ceived the very day the Graphic came 
out with the story. Walter Whitney 
telephoned me from Ricker road as fol 
lows: 

"You asked a question about the 
stop sign and traffic lights at the cor- 
ner of Centre street and Common- 
wealth avenue. Did you know that 
there was the same combination in 
Nonantum Square? On Centre street, 
as it turns into Washington, you will 
find a sign and also the traffic tow'er. 
You wouldn’t think they’d want the 
sign when they have the tower, would 
you? Well. I was like you and I asked 
questions. And what do you suppose 
the cop told me?” 

At this point I interrupted Walter 
with a loud shout of “What?”, for it 
was the vital point of the whole mat- 
ter. 

“The cop told me”, declared Walter, 
that the ’Stop’ post on the curbing 
was put there to serve after midnight 
when the traffic lights in the tower 
were turned off. How’s that for an ans- 
wer?” 

Until you think that one over you 
really don’t appreciate how resource- 
ful policemen can be. 

From West Newton there came this: 
"The iron poles with ‘Stop’ on them 
have nothing to do with traffic. They 
are put there for the benefit of patrons 
of the bus lines. If they didn’t have 
those signs customers could never get 
a bus to stop. You’d think, wouldn’t 
you. that with times as hard as they 
are the busses would be glad to stop 
anywhere for 10 cents.” 

A third explanation received from a 
friendly, though anonymous source, 
reads: ‘‘0, don’t worry about those 
‘Stop’ poles: they have nothing to do 
with traffic. They are put there to see 
what kind of a driver you are and 
give you practice in stopping and 
starting up again.” 

A fourth explanation came from 
reader who declared. "These signs are 
put there to annoy people who like to 
sleep at night. There is one right un- 
der my window and I can manage to 
hear the squeaking brakes at all 
hours. It is my chief annoyance but 
all I can do is grin and suffer.” 

A long letter, written in sarcastic 
tone, says in substance that it is 
money-making scheme and that the 
police spend their time lying in wait 
for violators so they can summons 
them into court where they are pun 
ished by the imposition of a fine. 

I am going to take some little time 
to study these communications and 
maybe, through carefully weighing 
each reply. I shall arrive at the truth. 


Do ou Agree? 

Today’s lesson, my dear scholars, 
will be on the automobile. You all 
know what an automobile is. or you 
think you do. If you can do more 
than drive one you may be said to be 
an expert. However, this is going to 
let you in on something straight from 
the Federal Department of Commerce 
at Washington. 

The figures computed by the depart- 
ment — I have seen them — show that 
the average life of all motor vehicles 
in the country was 7.36 years in 1930. 
The figure has probably risen by now, 
the department declares, because pre- 
vious records have revealed that in 
times of business slackness the aver- 
age life of a motor vehicle tends to 
lengthen, while in times of business 
prosperity it tends to shorten. 

Has anybody any questions to ask? 
Very well, then I will proceed. There 
is a possibility that the average life 
of these vehicles has passed the high 
mark of 8.07 years attained in 1925. 
During a previous business depres- 
sion the number of scrapped vehicles 
declined in two successive years, 
1920 and 1921, resulting in an increase 
in the average life per motor vehicle 
from 5.65 at the end of 1919 to 6.63 at 
the end of 1921. 

Now if you continue to pay close at- 
tention and not look out of the win- 
dow. I will give you another morsel 
of truth. The average life of a motor 
truck, figured at 9.47 years in 1930. 
is considerably longer than for all 
motor vehicles. It* is suggested that 
the indicated longer life of trucks 
is the result to some extent of the con- 
version of passenger cars to light de- 
livery service and their subsequent 
registration as trucks, but this factor 
seems insufficient to account for the 
wide difference between the average 
life of passenger cars and trucks. 

One more thing, dear scholars. Re- 
member. you are learning something 
all the time. That’s right, fold your 
hands and listen. Another important 
fact brought out by the Federal De- 
partment of Commerce is that the 
average life of trucks shows a decline 
in years of depression and a gain in 
years of recovery and boom periods. 
This trend is just the opposite of thut 
for pussenger cars, which show gen- 
erally a slightly shorter life period 
tliun t hut of all motor vehicles. The 
1930 average for passenger machines 
was 7.2 years. 

That's all. (Mass dismissed!

But, when the world-wide depression 
adversely affected him. in common 
with the great majority of persons in 
the "more civilized countries”, he did 
not have sufficient moral courage to 
stand the gaff, so he killed himself. 
He achieved great success in life, but 
he did not make a success of life.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Evidence of the unusual activity of 
committees is shown by the figures 
compiled this week in the office of 
Speaker Snltonstall. Of the 1596 mat- 
ters before the General Court this 
year there have been 1050 reported by 
the committees or more than 65 per 
cent. This is considered remarkable 
for this period of the year. Progress 
at this rate for the next few weeks 
would mean prorogation sometime dur- 
ing April. It would be something out 
of the ordinary if the Legislature fin- 
ished its labors next month and yet 
many seem to feel that such nn 
achievement may be reasonably ex- 
pected.

Ill health dis- 
gusted him and he decided to end his 
life.

The Directors of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society desire to express 
their personal sorrow and their deep 
sense of loss at the death on Janu- 
ary 15, 1932. of Miss Georgia H. Em- 
ery. a Director of the Society from 
January 22, 1927. 

Upon the organization of the so- 
ciety in January 1896 to discourage 
the buying and wearing for ornament- 
al purposes of the feathers of any 
wild bird. Miss Emery and her moth- 
er Mrs. Daniel H. Emery were among 
the first to express their apprecia- 
tion of the work of the society by be- 
coming members, Theln names are 
enrolled as such in the first report of 
the society published in October 1897. 
They at once put into practice the 
principles of the society and soon ex- 
tended their interest to bird study and 
bird protection. 

Miss Emery became a life member 
April 30, 1904. In 1910 she appears 
in the Annual Report as local secre- 
tary for Newtou. In connection with 
her duties us local secretary she wus 

frequent visitor to the rooms of the 
society. Thus she becume intimately 
acquainted with and actively interest- 
ed in the work of the office. Her 
missionary efforts in behalf of the so- 
ciety were continuous and productive 
of results. 

Her home with her parents at 70 
Waverley uvenue. Newton, became a 
miniature bird sanctuary where birds 
were fed. protected from their enem- 
ies and encouraged to nest. Later her 
homes at Juffrev, New Hampshire, and 
on Franklin street, Newton, were 
similar sanctuaries. Her interest in 
the study of birds was Illustrated by 
her habit of reserving the week of 
the spring migration for observations 
in tlie field. Her training *in art, op- 
portunities and taste for reading, 
travel, and for cultivating perennial 
plants especially In her wild garden 
in her late home gave her an excep- 
tionally well rounded development. 

In her death the cause of conser- 
vation and bird protection bus suf- 
fered a great loss.

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Aldermen Disapprove the 
Extension of Hunnewell Ave~ 
Appropriation to Drain Swamp 

Mosquito Breeding Place at Dolan Brook To Be Removed — 
Meeting Short and Unimportant 


Tho meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night was short In duration 
and little business of importance was 
transacted. The Board did take ac- 
tion on two matters which will meet 
with the approval of many residents 
in two sections of the city. It voted 
adversely on the petition of the Whit- 
ing heirs to extend Hunnewell avenue 
at Newton from Elmhurst road to the 
Brighton line and an appropriation of 
$3087 was made to drain the swampy 
area in the neighborhood of Dolan 
Brook at West Newton. The large 
majority of residents on Hunnewell 
Hill opposed the petition for the ex- 
tension of Hunnewell avenue and the 
draining of the Dolan Brook area will 
remove a mosquito breeding place at 
West Newton. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of the Edi- 
son and Telephone companies for a 
pole location on Hawthorne avenue, 
Auburndale. No one opposed this pe- 
tition. On the petition for a sewer 
in Bonad road and Howland road, 
West Newton, Myron White of Col- 
bert road spoke in opposition. He 
said he already had paid for a sewer 
assessment on Colbert road and that 
the proposed improvement is for the 
benefit of persons who wish to develop 
property and that they should bear the 
cost. Mrs. Bertha Eddy of 85 Bigelow 
road, opposed the petition for a sewer 
in Valentine street, West Newton, 
from Bonad road northerly. She said 
it is wanted only for the benefit of one 
house. 

Dr. Bernard Luderman of 571 Com- 
monwealth avenue spoke in favor of 
the petition for a sewer in Ivanhoe 
street from Kenilworth street to Mont- 
rose street. Newton. He said that the 
nature of the soil there renders it 
unfit for cesspools: the soil is of clay 
and even the dry-wells dug to catch 
the water from the house gutters over- 
flow. Mr. Luderman said a sewer is 
necessary to protect the health of that 
neighborhood. Mr. A. Goodman of 571 
Commonwealth avenue also favored 
the petition. The petition was opposed 
by John U. Lemmon of 3 Ivanhoe 
street, Kate Emery of 15 Ivanhoe 
street and Caroline Braman of 30 
Ivanhoe street. Miss Braman said the 
petitioners can install septic tanks to 
care for sewage disposal. 

Arthur L. Brown of 53 Chapin road, 
Newton Center favored the petition to 
grade and accept that street. He said 
it is in deplorable condition, auto- 
mobiles become mired in the mud 
there and all property owners on the 
street want it Improved and accepted. 

Alderman Grebenstein asked that 
the rules be suspended to allow action 
on traffic ordinances affecting Church 
street, Newton and Washington Park, 
Newtonville. He explained that the 
prudential committee of Eliot Church 
at Newton want parking prohibited 
on the north side of Church street 
from Centre street to Farlow Park. 
With automobiles parked on both sides 
of this street cars cannot pass. To 
safeguard children attending the 
Claflin School it is deemed necessary 
to forbid the turning around of auto- 
mobiles on this narrow street. The 
Aldermen passed both ordinances as 
suggested. 

The Licenses Committee had recom- 
mended. according to the docket, that 
the petition of Josephine Gorgone for 
a permit to erect a 2 car garage at G 
Gannon court. West Newton be grant- 
ed, and that the petition of the Jenney 
Company to install an additional tank 
at its station on Boylston street, New- 
ton Highlands be refused. Alderman 
Hawkins, chairman of the committee 
asked that both these petitions be re-

ferred back to the committee for 
further consideration. 

A hearing was announced on the im- 
provement of Cold Spring Brook from 
Beethoven avenue to the new play- 
ground in tho Cold Spring area at 
Newton Highlands. No person appear- 
ed to favor or oppose this project, but 
it will, in all probability be carried 
through. Hearings were assigned on 
petitions of James Troy for a permit 
to erect a 3 car garage at 160 Allen 
avenue, Newtonville; Jack Connelly to 
erect a 3 car garage at 45 Needham 
street, Newton Highlands; John T. 
Burns to erect a 4 car garage at 10 
and 16 Hunnewell Circle, Newton; 
Jeremiah Madden for a sewer in Maple 
Circle, Newton. 

A communication was received from 
the Newton Citizens’ Club asking that 
betterment taxes on sidewalks and 
curbings be apportioned over a period 
of 10 years. The trustees of the Cous- 
ens Fund were authorized to with- 
draw deposits of $2300 from savings 
banks and transfer them to a check- 
ing account to be available for invest- 
ments. An appropriation of $657 was 
made to provide a pension for John 
Martin, a Street Departnient employee 
recently retired. He worked about 
West Newton Square. Another appro- 
priation was $50 to Miss Annie Page 
for release of two parcels of land re- 
cently acquired by the City of New- 
ton in Needham for its water supply 
reservation. 

Other communications were from 
Mrs. Theresa Quinn asking damages 
for personal injuries caused by a man 
hole cover projecting at a sidewalk on 
Washington street, West Newton 
from Davis & Vaughan asking for a 
sewer in Walnut Hill road, Newton 
Highlands; from Willis Fellows peti- 
tioning for a sewer in Solon street, 
Newton Highlands. Rev. Charles Bry- 
son petitions for a waiver of the set- 
back line on Wiltshire road, Newton 
from 25 to 12 feet. 

As evidence of the depression was 
a petition received from the junk deal- 
ers of Newton asking that the annual 
license fee be reduced from $10 to $2. 
The dealers in old iron, rags et cetera, 
claim their business is so terrible 
that they cannot afford t® pay $10 
fees this year. Louis K. Liggett Com- 
pany again petitions to be granted 
common victualler licenses at their 
stores. The Liggett Company was 
twice turned down on like petitions 
a few years ago when the aldermen 
decided that pretzels and prescrip- 
tions, drugs and doughnuts, coffee and 
eascara don’t mix properly. Boleslaw 
Ebel sent in another petition for a 
pool room permit at 1028 Chestnut 
street. The "Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway asks for a permit to operate 
busses at Newton Center to serve the 
Oak Hill section. 

The meeting adjourned at 9:15. The 
absentees were Aldermen Bail, Galla- 
gher, Harte and Howlett. 


NEWTON ALDERMEN WON’T OP- 
POSE COUNTY OFFICIALS 


At the meeting of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night it was 
voted not to support the effort of 
the City Government of Melrose in 
curbing the power of Middlesex Coun- 
ty officials. Melrose officials became 
indignant when that city was heavily 
assessed for the building of the new 
Middlesex County Tuberculosis Hos- 
pital at Waltham. The City Govern- 
ment of Melrose has introduced a bill 
in the Legislature asking that county 
officials of Middlesex be forbidden to 
undertake projects costing over $250,- 
000 without submitting such projects 
to the units in the county for their 
approval. The Newton aldermen re- 
fused to co-operate with Melrose. 
Newton’s assessment on the new hos- 
pital was $303,000 and a bond issue 
of $300,000 was floated to meet this 
assessment.

NEWTON WATER DEPARTMENT 
MAY MAKE ELECTRICITY 


At the meeting of the Aldermen 
on Monday night it was voted to au- 
thorize tlie Mayor and City Solicitor 
to seek legislation which will permit 
this city to generate electrical power 
at tlie pumping station of the Water 
Department at Newton Upper Falls and 
carry this power to motor driven 
Pumps on the water reservation. Ac- 
cording to statements made in some 
papers it is contemplated to generate 
hydro-electrical power at the pumping 
station. This is erroneous. There is 
not any fall of water at the station 
sufficient to generate any appreciable 
amount of electrical power. Several 
different plans of obtaining motive 
power at the station are being con- 
sidered. One of these is to install a 
turbine engine to provide power for 
the big pump at the station. If this 
is done the surplus power from this 
turbine would be used to operate the 
motors at the pumps on the water res- 
ervation. These motors are now pow- 
ered by electricity purchased from the 
Edison Company. The monopoly en- 
joyed by the Edison Company in this 
and surrounding communities pre- 
vents current from any other source 
being transmitted over a public way. 
To overcome this obstacle, Newton 
seeks to get permission to send elec- 
trical current from the station (should 
this plan be adopted) to the reserva- 
tion beyond Kenrick Bridge at Need- 
ham.

Miss Margaret McGill of Newton- 
ville was elected secretary. Miss Mc- 
Gill has for some time been active 
in Republican affairs and is Middle- 
sex County Chairman of the Massa- 
chusetts Woman’s Republican Club, 
it was largely through her efforts that 
t lie movement was started leading to 
tlie formation of the new organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. Philip N. Horne of Newton was 
elected treasurer. Mr. Horne is a 
member of tlie Ward 7 Republican 
committee.

Few Employees 
Have Retired 
On Pension Plan 

Retirement Association Report 
Shows Unfavorable State 


The annual report of the trustees 
of the Retirement Association com- 
prised of employees of the City of 
Newton was issued last Saturday. 
This association was organized three 
years ago. It shows that during the 
year starting July 1, 1930 2 members 
resigned, 1 died and 7 were pensioned. 
Seventy-six new members joined, 
bringing the total membership from 
176 to 250. George Buck of New 
York, the consulting actuary retained 
by the association states that the 
withdrawal of members during the 
first two years of the association’s 
activity has been unfavorable to the 
system devised. The actual number 
of members who have withdrawn be- 
cause of dismissal or resignation has 
been less, and their salaries have 
been less than contemplated. If this 
condition continues it will mean that 
eventually more members will be elig- 
ible for retirement than had been 
anticipated in the amount set as the 
city’s appropriation for the retire- 
ment funds. If this occurs a reduc- 
tion in the retirement pension might 
be necessary. It is hoped that im- 
proved economic conditions would in- 
crease the number who will retire 
from the association in the next few 
years and thus prevent a change in 
the basic rates. Mr. Buck's report 
says in part: 

There have been fewer cases of 
service retirement than expected at 
all ages showing that the expected 
rates of service retirement are am- 
ply conservative. Evidently the same 
conditions which are resulting in a 
lower turnover rate are influencing 
members to remain in service after 
they become eligible for retirement. 
As was pointed out previous the lower 
actual service retirement rate tends 
to offset the adverse financial effect 
of the low withdrawal rate. 

The salary experience during the 
past two years has been favorable to 
the fund, that is. the expected sal- 
ary increases have exceeded the ac- 
tual salary increases by a small mar- 
gin. This condition was found to 
have been much more marked during 
the year 1930 — 1931 than during the 
year 1929 — 1930, which perhaps was to 
have been expected in view of the 
present economic situation. 

The fact that there have been no 
deaths among pensioners during the 
period under investigation is of course 
unfavorable to the fund in that no 
teserves have been released, where- 
as, according to the rates of mortality 
adopted for pensioners, approximate- 
ly one death was expected. Of course 
the number of pensioners on the roll 
at tlie present time is too small to 
furnish any basis upon which we may 
judge of the adequacy of the rates of 
mortality which were adopted. 

Tlie experience of the system as a 
whole during the two-year period 
from July 1. 1920 to June 30. 1931. 
may be considered as being satisfac- 
tory. The withdrawal and mortality 
experience among active members lias 
been somewhat unfavorable but has 
been offset to a large extent by the 
favorable retirement and salary ex- 
perience. The experience among pen- 
sioners has been such that a slight 
deficit lias developed in the Annuity 
Reserve Fund but this condition may 
be corrected within a short time when 
the pension roll becomes larger. 

On the basis of this experience 
investigation it is recommended that 
the tables which were adopted by the 
Board on January 4.

She then presented the conductor 
of the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
Chorus, Mrs. Appoline Blair, who di- 
rected her group in the finished and 
beautiful singing of four songs: “Salu- 
tation”, by Gaines; “Hymn to Amer- 
ica”, music by Mrs. M. H. Gulesian 
and words by Clara Endicott Sears; 

Creole Love Song”, by Edgar Smith, 
and “Saritta”, by Lucille Burton. Mrs. 
Gulesian, well-known as a musician 
and composer, enhanced the charm of 
these delightful songs by her artistic 
accompaniments, and the applause in- 
dicated the appreciation of the fine 
work rendered by the Newton Centre 
Clubwomen. 

Mrs. Nathaniel Thayer, Massachu- 
setts Regent of the Mount Vernon 
Ladies’ Association of the Union, was 
the first speaker, her subject being 
“The Preservation of Mount Vernon”. 
Mrs. Thayer explained how Mount 
Vernon property, in a state of desola- 
tion in 1853, aroused Miss Ann Pamela 
Cunningham, of Georgia, to stimulate 
interest in raising funds for its pur- 
chase from John Augustus Washing- 
ton, a nephew of George Washington; 
and how, working under disapproval 
because unbecoming for a woman, in 
ime the necessary $200,000 was raised. 
Massachusetts can be proud that Ed- 
ward Everett, the Patriot, lecturing 
for the cause, contributed practically 
one-third. The Ladle's’ Association, 
composed of one regent from each 
state, who serves for her life-time, and 
to whom this service is a privilege and 
honor, is the earliest-formed women’s 
patriotic organization. To them is 
given the mission “to keep the Spirit 
of the Past Alive’’, and “to guard re- 
ligiously against changes” that would 
bring incongruity into this national 
shrine. 

All this and more of the history of 
preserving Mount Vernon, of methods 
of upkeep, and of intimate incidents 
relating to the meetings of its regents, 
Mrs. Thayer described, holding keen 
attention. 

The Chorus sang most acceptably 
two more songs: “Mexican Folk Song”, 
by Treharne: and “A Summer Night”, 
by Mrs. M. H. Gulesian, the latter song 
having a violin obligato played by 
Miss Gertrude Hintlian, and a solo 
part sung by Miss Dorothy Waite. 

Mrs. Braman then introduced the 
second speaker, the Rev. Samuel Mac- 
auley Lindsay, D.D., well-known and 
beloved author and minister. His sub- 
ject was “Washington— An Apprecia- 
tion”. Starting with the boyhood and 
youthful environment of the future 
president, Dr. Lindsay presented to his 
audience a clear and understandable 
r£sum6 of the qualities which gave 
the boy and young man his prepara- 
tion for the important role which was 
to be his, following with the principal 
incidents of his whole life and his 
influence on his and succeeding gener- 
ations. Dr. Lindsay termed George 
Washington “The Personification of 
American Spirit”, and his sympathetic 
narration or the life of this famous 
statesman held a charm that deeply 
impressed the assembly. 

This interesting, instructive and 
very enjoyable program was closed 
with the singing by ull of the Nutional 
Anthem.

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THE REPUBLICAN CLUB ORGANIZES 

The Youngr Republican Club of Newton elected officers this 
past week and its executive committee is expected to outline 
plans for a program of definite work shortly. Undoubtedly 
much of the preliminary work this organization can do lies 
in the registration of new voters. As the political control 
of the State lies largely in Middlesex and Norfolk Counties 
the scene of the coming battle for regaining control of Massa- 
chusetts will centre in the eastern part of the state. Newton, 
of course, as well as Middlesex County poll a majority of 
Republican votes while Norfolk is Democratic. But every 
Republican presidential vote gained here offsets a Demo- 
cratic vote elsewhere. And there are many unregistered 
voters in Newton. 


THE SENATE LEADS THE WAY 

Yesterday the senate, by a vote of 33 to 7, showed its 
approval of the movement to reduce Legislators’ salaries by 
ten per cent in the face of an overwhelming majority opposed 
to the step in the House earlier in the week. The matter must 
now come before the House again for approval and with a 
roll-call order it is expected that many Representatives will 
record themselves as in favor. Their actions will be watched 
with interest as it may pave the way for similar reductions 
in the pay of state employees. Public demand for lower taxes 
is growing and as we pointed out last week the place to begin 
is on the burden which is charged by the state to the cities 
and towns. 


NOW IS THE TIME 

The Newtonville Improvement Association is taking the 
proper step in seeking to prevent business from encroaching 
on the land near the new city hall area. While all of this 
land is zoned as residential property, ultimate success in 
preventing a change to business property lies in electing 
Aldermen from Ward 2 who will make it a point to strongly 
oppose any such attempts. 


Noted Poet Is 
Greeted By Two 
Large Audiences 

No finer testimonial could be given 
to the affection with which the Poet 
Edwin Markham is held in the hearts 
of the American people than the 
crowded auditoriums at the Unitarian 
Church of West Newton last Sunday 
evening and at the Channing Church 
in Newton the week previous. Those 
who came to see and hear this pic- 
turesque figure who has won a lasting 
place in the hall of fame of Ameri- 
can literature were not disappointed. 
When he began to speak, the weight 
of his eighty years fell from his 
shoulders like a cloak laid aside and 
he stool before his audience a tower 
of physical strength, as well as the 
seer who is able to look beyond the 
realm of science and to behold the 
deep spiritual significance of the or- 
dinary facts of life, 
to be read at the dedication of the 
Lincoln Memorial in Washington. 

After he had concluded his regu- 
lar lecture, he gave by special re- 
quest "The Man With the Hoe," ex- 
plaining that the poem was written in 
protest against industrial and social 
oppression which makes of man a 
mere animal, a being which has lost 
his ideals. He also took pains to ex- 
plain that the poem was not inspired 
by “The Angelus," but by another 
French painting. 

Throughout the lecture there was a 
wholesome vein of captivating good 
humor, which gave the listener the 
thought that though poets may effect 
the picturesque in appearance by 
wearing long hair and full beards, 
and though they may dwell mentally 
in realms of the imagination, into 
which common clay mortals seldom 
enter, they may in fact be well bal- 
anced, lovable human beings. 

He opened his lecture by saying 
that no one can give an exact defini- 
tion of poetry, but that true poetry, 
like other forms of art, concerns it- 
self with definite objects and ideas, 
but it reaches into the realm of the 
imagination and gives a clearer appre- 
ciation of the object than comes to us 
under ordinary circumstances. He 
said that for a poet to be able to do 
this he must overwhelmingly be 
buoyed up by intense feeling regard- 
ing that which he is to write. As Mr. 
Murkhum stood before his audience, 
it was possible to understand how 


his poetry came to possess such viril- 
ity. As he read a number of his most 
popular poems, the listeners gained a 
new understanding of the meaning 
and emotion which the author wrote 
into them. 

Explaining how each came to be 
written, he read in captivating style 
“Child of My Heart," "The Gates of 
Paradise,” “How the Good Guest 
Came,” from “Shoes of Happiness,” 
and several others. He closed with 
a spirited recital of “Lincoln.” the 
poem chosen by William Howard Taft 


MacMILLAN TO LECTURE 


Capt. Donald B. MacMillan, one of 
the world’s most famous explorers and 
scientists, is to lecture in the auditor- 
ium of the Central Church, Newton- 
ville, on the evening of April 4, under 
the auspices of the Central Club. Capt. 
MacMillan’s lecture is illustrated with 
a wonderful display of moving pictures 
and lantern slides. The subject of his 
address is “Twenty-Four Years of 
Arctic Exploration,” and it will be a 
resume of the high spots of his accom- 
plishments during that period. Capt. 
MacMillan visited the Arctic regions 
nearly every year for the past twenty- 
four years, and has explored vast re- 
gions which previously were unknown 
to man. He covers that frozen coun- 
try by ship, by land transported on 
dog sleds, and by airplane, over those 
frozen wastes. On one of his recent 
trips he covered 1500 miles of un- 
charted country, he explored with his 
airplane 50,000 square miles of un- 
known territory, during which he took 
thousands of feet of color films, re- 
cording the .scenery, natives and 
modes of living in Labrador, and the 
discovery of a lake never before seen 
by a white man. 

Besides the enormous additions to 
scientific knowledge which have 
been made by this famous discoverer, 
Capt. MacMillan has done much to im- 
prove living conditions among the 
Eskimo inhabitants of those lands. He 
has established dental clinics in sev- 
eral Eskimo communities, and has co- 
operated with missionaries, teucliers 
and medical workers, in promoting the 
welfare of these isolated people. In 
recognition of these services, he was 
awarded the Elisha Kane gold medal 
for during exploration and scientific 
research. 

This lecture is open to the public, 
and it will be preceded by the usual 
supper for the members of the Cen- 
tral club with their fumilies and 
guests.

Always Something New 

Maybe you are up on such things 
and knew about the New Year that was 
celebrated last Sunday. What New 
Year 0 Why. Hosicrucian New Year. 
Yes, indeed, the observance was an 
exemplification of the fact that the 
ancient idea of the New Year starting 
with the Spring equinox in Mnrch Is 
still perpetuated in 1932. 

A Graphic reader has told how he 
himself was interested in the celebra- 
tion. March 20, of this mystical birth 
of a New Year. He explains. "Since it 
is in March that the Winter days are 
brought to an end. and Spring is ush- 
ered in with all of her beauty, it was 
considered in past ages the beginning 
of a new cycle of life — a new year.” 

Further elucidation by our corre- 
spondent declares, "The actual day 
varies with each year, depending 
upon when the sun enters the zodiac 
sign of Aries. Taking the Standard 
time of Greenwich. England, the sun 
is found to make its entrance into 
Aries late in the day. This, however, is 
equivalent to 2:44 p. m.. Sunday after- 
noon, Eastern Standard Time, March 
20.” 

Having learned the astronomical 
significance of Spring, etc., it is a plea- 
sure to glean additional information 
regarding the Rosicrucians. The letter 
says that they, “an ancient order of 
philosophy, commemorate this occa- 
sion with a symbolical feast and cele- 
bration.” He adds. "They state that 
the Rosicrucian Order was founded in 
Egypt, 3285 years ago, at the period 
of the equinox. It has been customary 
for the Imperator of the Order in each 
jurisdiction to issue an annual pro- 
clamation declaring the day on which 
the Rosicrucian New Year begins for 
his district.” 

Official proclamation, it appears, 
was sent forth from the Grand Lodge 
of the North American Jurisdiction of 
the Rosicrucian Order, AMORC, in 
San Jose, California. 

Details of the celebration, as given 
by the writer of this communication 
are interesting for many reasons. The 
marked differences between it and the 
form of celebration in which certain 
individuals indulged on the eve of Jan. 
1. 1932, is worthy of note. Says our in- 
formant. "The symbolical feast is re- 
presented by the use of corn, salt and 
grape juice.

Will You Join Me? 

There’s nothing like being timely. 
If you happen to be a trifle tardy 
people talk about it. These two facts 
confront me as I plunge into a vital 
subject — the removal of snow. Oh, I 
am not about to criticize the Highway 
Department for any thing it may have 
failed to do this Winter. Rather. I am 
speaking as a householder with be- 
tween 60 and 70 feet of sidewalk and 
as much more of front and back paths, 
all of which have to be cleared. 

Before getting deeper into this drift 
— I certainly hope you get it meta- 
phorically — it will be readily admitted 
that this was not much of a year for 
snow-shovelling. There may be 
storms yet, however, and if there are 
this article will be up-to-date after all.

The wooden snow shovel has always 
stood as an emplem of fallen snow.

century. They have been an eye- 
sore for several years and with the 
windows in them mostly broken, these 
two tenements constituted a serious 
fire hazard. The block, erected by a 
man named Boyd, became a source of 
financial trouble to its builder when 
the panic of 1873 occurred. Carpen- 
ters and other mechanics working on 
it failed to get their wages and dubbed 
the building “Poverty Block,” and the 
nunie stuck. Granville Fuller of 
Brighton, who furnished the lumber 
for the building, had to take owner- 
ship to five of the tenements. He 
was a kindly gentleman of the old 
New England type and kept the 
building in good repair while he 
owned it. After the block passed from 
the ownership of the Fuller family budget, 
and was split into ownerships by sev- 
eral persons, it deteriorated and sev- 
eral of its tenements were permit- 
ted to become unsightly, especially 
after outside stairways had been 
erected at the rear of the building. 

When the building boom was at its 
peak several years ago high prices 
were offered the owners of the houses 
in the block, but some of them re- 
fused, asking impossible prices for 
their holdings and the contemplated 
purchase of the block, so that its site 
could be used for business purposes 
fell through. Last year the aldermen 
granted a permit for a gasoline filling 
station at the locus where the two 
sections of the building are now be- 
ing razed.

ZONTA CLUB 


The Newton Zonta Club held a din- 
ner meeting at the home of Its pres- 
ident, Miss Marion Fuller, In Newton- 
vllle, Monday evening, March 21, In 
observance of its second birthday. The 
meeting was honored by the presence 
of two of Zonta’s most valued patron- 
esses. Miss Mary Guyton, Supervisor 
of State Adult Allen Education, was 
tli*- guest speaker. She briefly re- 
viewed the progress of Immigration 
since 1883. Just before the world 
war, over a million foreign-horn men 
and women came to the United States 
annually, many of whom were Illit- 
erate. In 1919 Massachusetts passed 
a law providing that the state should 
refund to any city or town one half 
the amount expended fgr the educa- 
tion of the foreign-born. Massachu- 
setts has paid yearly between $140,000 
and $155,000 to cities and towns, sig- 
nifying that twice that amount is be- 
ing spent. There are still in the state 
135,000 adults who cannot read or 
write. As a result of educational op- 
portunities, thousands are naturalized 
every year. Miss Guyton gave many 
illustrations expressive of her enthu- 
siasm and optimism concerning this 
branch of education. 


87 MILLIONS PAID OUT IN 1931 


The outstanding feature in the Di- 
rectors’ Report, made to policyholders 
of the John Hancock Mutual Life In- 
surance Company at their annual 
meeting, a few weeks ago. was the 
statement that over 87 millions had 
been paid to policyholders and their 
beneficiaries during 1931. 

The report was made by President 
Walton L. Crocker and further indi- 
cated that of the above amount paid, 
over 19 1-2 millions was on account of 
dividends to policyholders in annual 
reduction of cost. 

The insurance in force, now amount- 
ing to over 3 billions, 600 millions, is 
an increase of 2 1-2% over the pre- 
vious year. 

The report also showed that in addi- 
tion to the dividends of 19 1-2 millions 
paid in 1931, the Company has appor- 
tioned the sum of $20,692,930 for the 
payment of dividends to policyholders 
in 1932. This means a continuation of 
the general cost scale hitherto pre- 
vailing to individual policyholders. 

This sum Is carried by the Com- 
pany as a liability, along with the 
policy reserve required by law. com- 
puted at Massachusetts Standard to be 
$522,220,800, and also $47,171,467 held 
in reserve covering all other equities 
of policyholders in the Company funds. 

The total admitted assets of the 
Company are $621,278,133.09. which is 
an increase for the year of $37,156,319.- 
68 . 

"Tlie amplitude and solidity of life 
insurance in this country,” says the 
Directors’ report, “have received de- 
monstration during the past year to a 
degree unusual in its history. The wis- 
dom of sufficient margins of reserve 
strength becomes clearer the farther 
the test is applied . . . What would 
have been the situation in the country 
but for these life insurance associa- 
tions and their accumulated reserve 
funds from which proceeded in 1931 
the payment of an average of approxi- 
mately fifty millions of dollars per 
week to policyholders and their bene- 
ficiaries all over the country, may he 
better imagined than described. The 
institution has become an economic 
element of positive value, which from 
its nature and magnitude imposes 
upon those who are its guiding and 
stimulating forces a broadening and 
ever-increasing duty. widely recog- 
nized. to carry it on with the utmost 
skill and fidelity. Details of practice 
as they are clarified by experience, 
will continue to be rectified and 
strengthened, and the institution main- 
tained for effective service.”

Relief Committee 
Report Refutes 
Salary Rumors 

The report of the Mayor's Relief 
Committee recently mailed to all con- 
tributors Is concise and interesting. 
It gives, among other details, infor- 
mation regarding the expenses of the 
committee, including snlaries paid to 
the office force and investigators and 
office expenses and It refutes rumors 
that members of the committee huve 
been receiving compensation. The re- 
port said In part: 

We are submitting a report to the 
contributors to the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee for the first four months 
of the fiscal year beginning Novem- 
ber 1. 1931. You are entitled to know 
just how your money Is being used: 
how we are meeting the unusual con- 
ditions prevailing today and our plans 
for the future. 

We have not escaped the criticisms 
which every relief organization is 
subject to — particularly the usual one 
"that too much is being spent for 
salaries and overhead.” A year's ex- 
perience has shown us. that in times 
of distress, those who apply for work 
or assistance, sometimes magnify 
their own troubles and are not willing 
to disclose their real conditions — par- 
ticularly, if they have something 
saved for a “rainy day" and wlilcli 
they are reluctant to draw upon. 

In order to distribute relief where 
it is most needed, and to see that 
your money does the most good, we 
investigate every individual case in 
addition to the information given us 
by the long established Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau, the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, probation officers and 
the police. A visit is made by an in- 
vestigator to the home of every appli- 
cant before he or she is placed on the 
list of those who need help. 

Every applicant for a loan is inter- 
viewed by two or three members of 
the Loun Committee. This commit- 
tee has been able to suggest ways 
and means to tide over temporary 
difficulties, and in some instances 
have made recommendations to appli- 
cants which huve enabled them to 
get along without the aid of a loan. 
The advice given by these experienced 
business men to those who are in 
distress has frequently been of as 
much value as the loan itself. 

The salary of the Secretary is paid 
by the City — the Committee supple- 
menting his small salary by paying 
him $10.00 per week. Two trained 
investigators, who assist in the of- 
fice work as well, receive $25.00 per 
week. Two clerks are paid $20.00 
each per week. Temporary clerks 
have been necessary at times to keep 
our records up to the minute. 

The cost for the first four months 
for salaries is $1,561.50. Postage, 
printing, etc., cost $181.00. For sun- 
dry items including Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Insurance, rubber hoots, 
axes, saws and other necessary equip- 
ment not available through the city, 
we spent $608.44. Subscription ex- 
pense including clerical hire neces- 
sary to collect monthly pledges to 
raise nearly $75,000 amounted to 
only $641.19. Total Administrative 
Expense $2,992.13. Temporary loans 
to 36 men have been made amounting 
to $5786.00. 

An average of one hundred and sev- 
enty-five men have been given three 
days’ work each week, receiving four 
dollars per day for their services. 
They have been developing new city 
playgrounds; clearing the burned area 
at the Boy Scout Reservation at Nob- 
scot. thereby making it ready for 
reforestation, clearing underbrush and 
dead trees from vacant lots. They 
have cut and delivered over five hun- 
dred cords of wood to four hundred 
and sixty-two families, who otherwise 
would have been dependent on the 
City for an equal amount of fuel. 

The general interest in the welfare 
of the unemployed Is shown by the 
fact that $74,259.51 has been pledged 
by individuals, churches, fraternal or- 
ganizations, business houses, women’s 
clubs, theatres, city employees, teach- 
ers, firemen, police, school employees 
and other groups, of which over $55,- 
000.00 has already been paid. 

We are indebted to the Newton 
Trust Company for the trouble and 
expense of collecting and accounting 
for all funds of the Committee. They 
are giving this service free of charge, 
except the cost of postage necessary to 
send notices and receipts. If you are 
making a monthly contribution you 
can assist them by sending your check, 
without waiting for a notice. 

There are now twolve hundred and 
seventy men and women registered. 
Our investigation shows that there aro 
two hundred and seventy men with 
dependents, who need a minimum of 
twelve dollars a week. The amount 
of help needed is determined by the 
number in the family. One hundred 
men with dependents cun get along 
with ten dollars a week — Single men 
without dependents numbering two 
hundred and forty huve registered, but 
we have not been able to employ them 
because of the largo number of fam* 
ily men, who must he given prefer- 
ence. Our biggest problem has been 
to assist ubout fifty men, formerly 
holding executive or clorieul positions. 
Four hundred women and girls are 
now registered, for whom we have 
been able to find some part time work. 
About two hundred and ten men huve 
registered, who have been able to 
carry on without any assistance from 
the Committee. 

We have endeavored to carry out a 
definite relief progrum, and feel, 
through tlie co-operation of other 
agencies tliut we huve accomplished 
the following results. 

1. We do not know of a single fam- 
ily who lias actually been hungry. 

2 . Children of school uge have suf- 
ficient clothing utid aro properly fed,

so there can be no excuse for non- 
attendance at school for these reasons, 

3. By giving a maximum of twelve 
dollars a week of work, we have over- 
come the natural tendency of some, 
at least, to depend on the Commit- 
tee for a living. It is necessary for 
men to hunt for other work to sup 
plemcnt the amount they earn through 
us. 

4. By creating and paying for work 
through the Committee, it has not 
been necessary for the City govern- 
ment to appropriate funds for unem- 
ployment relief. 

While we hope general conditions 
will Improve this summer, we must 
continue to render such help as may 
be necessary. 

White collared” men are repair- 
ing and painting nil fences belonging 
to the City. They are serving as 
foremen and timekeepers. They are 
being used wherever we need and can 
find the type of work for which they 
are suited. 

We have furnished 5,190 working 
days to 418 men and women. For 
this purpose we have spent since No- 
vember 1 Inst $23,599.58. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau 
through its trained executives, and 
after a personal investigation of every 
:ase, has distributed food, clothing, 
fuel and provided rent to families who 
have been unable to work because of 
sickness or any other cause. Every ef- 
fort has been made to see that chil- 
dren are properly nourished and 
clothed so they can continue their 
school attendance. The Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee reimburses the Wei 
fare Bureau for all relief directly re- 
sulting from unemployment. For this 
purpose we have expended, $3,078.31. 

The distribution of clothing is under 
the direction of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau, volunteer workers being fur- 
nished by the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. Insufficient second-hand cloth- 
ing of the proper type has made it 
necessary to purchase new clothing, 
particularly for children. The small 
amount expended for clothing by the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee is account- 
ed for by the fact that various wom- 
en^ clubs have made either cash or 
new clothing contributions tq the 
clothing chest. 

Our expenditure for new colthing 
has been. $249.00; Total Relief Ex- 
pense, $32,712.89. 

The above covers the financial ac- 
tivities of your Committee for the 
first four months of the fiscal year 
beginning November 1, 1931. 

We believe the most constructive 
work of your Committee has been the 
placing of men and women in perma- 
nent positions. We have watched ev- 
ery City project done by contract, to 
see that Newton citizens are given the 
preference whenever possible. The 
cooperation of the Mayor and tlie 
heads of the various City depart- 
ments has made it possible for New- 
ton men to obtain employment which 
they otherwise would not receive. 
Eternal vigilance has been necessary 
to keep Newton men at work. 

The placement bureau has found 100 
permanent and 840 temporary jobs. 
This has been accomplished by con- 
tinually keeping before the public 
the fact the Committee maintains a 
free employment bureau, and that no 
one is sent to a job until his or her 
need and qualifications are thorough- 
ly investigated.
